PETROORAD,  July  X.— The  brilliant 
Ituaalan  advance,  the  news  of  which 
haa  aent  a  wave  of  rejoicing  through- 
out the  the  Bntente  oontrie*,  waa  led 
by    War   Mlniater    Kerenaky    in    peraon. 

For  the  laat  four  days  the  War  Mln- 
iater haa  l>een  constantly  at  the  front, 
Hpendlng  every  effort  to  urge  the  troops 
to  advance.  He  finally  rode  to  the 
front  Hno  trenches  ana  placing  himself 
at  the  head  of  the  troops,  gave  the 
order  to  advance.

"what  oratory  had  filled  to  do,  and   the 

BusiUn    line    swept    forward    Into    the 

German   trenches.

M.  Kerenslcy's.  Minister  of  War,  tele- 
graphed Premier  Lvoff  today  that  the 
Russian  revolutionary  army  resumed 
the  off  end  ve  on  July  1. 

In  his  message  to  the  Premier,  the 
War  Minister   sayp: 

"On  July  1,  the  army  of  Revolution- 
ary Russia  tool(  the  offensive  with 
great  enthusiasm.  The  offensive  proved 
to  Ri^te.  and  the  entire  world  its  fl- 
daIlt]/M!o  the  revolution  and  its  love 
for  liberty  and  country.  Ignoring  the 
•mall  groups  of  cowardly  aouls,  the 
free  Russslan  soldiers  are  consolidating 
by  their  offensive  a  new  discipline 
based   on    the   sentiment   of   civic   duty. 

"Whatever  may  happen,  this  puts  an 
end  to  all  slanderous  atUcks  against 
,  the  democratic  Russian  army.  I  beg 
of  you  to  authorize  me  to  hand  to  the 
regiments  which  participated  In  th« 
fighting  on  July  1  rM  revolutionary 
flaga  and  give  to  them  the  name 
*ileglmenU  July  First.'" 

Premier  Lvoff  granted  the  request 
Appeal   to   »o>«A«ni   Veioeg 

The  commander  of  the  armies  on  the 
Western  (Russian)  front  has  Issued  an 
order  of  the  day  reading: 

"Our  army  on  the  southwestern  front 
has  vanquished  the  enemy  and 
broken  his  lines.  A  decisive  battle  has 
begun,  on  which  dcpendn  the  fate  of  the 
liberty  of  the  Ruseian  people.  Our 
brothers  in  the  southwestern  front  are 
advancing  victoriously.  They  expect 
assistance  from  us.  We  shall  not  be 
traitors:  the  enemy  shall  hear  the 
thunder  of  our  guns."

•nnounMment    today    reads   as    follows: 

"Weatorn  (Russian)  front — In  the 
direction  of  Kovel  (Volhynia),  In  the 
region  of  Rudkasltovi  Chakaya  our 
acouts  under  rommand  of. four  offlcern, 
after  df^roylng  the  wire  entangle- 
ments ^^ mines,  penetrated  the  enemy's 
trenofi^.  killed  some  of  their  occupants 
and  secured  a  number  of  prlsonere. 
According  to  the  tentlmony  of  prlnon- 
ers,  the  Auntrlann  knew  of  our  attack 
from  two  deserters,  senior  Non-Oom- 
miasloned  Officer  Karsokin  and  Private 
Kolotuinnov.  An  Investigation  Is  ^be- 
livr  made  %y  the  authorities  of  the 
soverninants  to  which  the  soldiers 
named  belong. 

"In  the'  direction  of  Zlochoff,  after 
two  days'  artillery  preparation  our 
troops  attacked  the  Austro-German 
poaltlona  on  the  Konluchy-Byshkl  front. 
Af'Cr  a  severe  engagement  they  oecu« 
plad  three  lines  of  trenches  and  the 
forCMed  village  of  Koniuchy,  and  ad- 
vanaed  to  the  Koniuchy  stream,  to  the 
foutb  of  the  village  of  the  same  nama. 

"As  a  result  of  the  engagement  on 
Sunday,  1*4  officers  and  1,400  soldiers 
bave  baen  counted  thus  far  as  prisoners. 
Ws  also  took  seven  guns  and  seven 
machine  guns.  Prisoners  continue  to 
ooms   in. 

"Southwest  of  Bresesany,  after  artil- 
lery preparation,  our  troops  attacked 
the  strongly  fortified  positions  of  the 
enemy,  and  after  stubborn  lighting  oo- 
oupled  them  at  places.  Qermans  and 
Toilia  made  oounter-atUcks.  and  for- 
mldable  positions  changed  hands  con- 
gtantly. 

"On  Sunday  we  captured  on  this 
front  nine'  officers  and  1,700  Germans, 
Austrlans  and  Turks.  Some  of  our 
detaehraents  sustained  severe  losses, 
especially   In  officers. 

"Altogether  on  Sunday  we  took  pris- 
ctiers    17t    officers    and    more    that^    ten 
thousand  soldiers.     We  captured   iMven 
funs   and    seven    machine    guns."

The  section  relating  to  aviation  In 
today's  Russian  official  statement  says: 

"The  airship  lima  Murmorets 'dropped 
•bout  «8*  pounds  of  tmmba  on  the  rear 
,  positions  of  the  enemy.  There  were 
Ave  aerial  engagements,  and  In  one  of 
these,  while  t>att11ng  with  eight  enemy 
airplanes,  the  commander  of  the  air- 
craft was  seriously  wounded.  The  ship 
was  brought  back  safely   to  our  lines. 

•'North  of  PoeUvy  a  German  airplane 
was  brDUgkt  down  by  s  Russia  aviator 
behind  the  enemy  lines,  ited  was 
JestrayeS  by  our  artillery.

upper  Strips  and  the  eastern  bank  of 
the  Narayuvka  led  to  heavy  nghting. 
The  pressure  of  the  Russians  was  di- 
rected chiefly  against  the  Koniuchy  sec- 
tor of  the  lines  east  and  south  of  Brze- 
aany.  ' 

"Xa  exceedingly  strong  artillery  pre- 
paration, which  lasted  two  days,  turned 
our  positions  into  a  crater  Aeld,  against 
which  eaemy  regiments  stormed 
throughout  the  day.  Koniuchy  was 
lost. 

"The  Russian  mass  attack  was  caught 
In  a  prepared  barring  position,  and  a 
fresh  attack  against  this  barring  posi- 
tion was  frustrated.  The  fighting  was 
especially  bitter  on  both  sides  of  Brse- 
zany. 

"Sixteen  Russian  divisions,  constantly 
employing  fresh  troops,  assaulted  our 
positions,  b\it  they  were  completely 
maintained  or  were  recaptured  by  coun- 
ter-attacks. 

"The  Russian  losses  surpassed  any 
measure  hlthe^^  known.  Some  units 
have   been  entirely  dispersed. 

".\Iong  the  Stokhod  and  on  the  Dnie- 
ster the  lively  artillery  activity  of  the 
Russians   continues. 

"North  of  the  Kovel-Lutsk  railway 
line  an  attack  by  the  enemy  broke  down 
before  the  front  of  an  Austro-Hungar- 
lan  dUislon." 

The  supplementary  statement  Issued 
this  evening  says: 

"There  Is  nothing  new  to  report  in 
the  Bast.  At  Koniuchy  the  Russian  at- 
tacks broke  down. 

"Farther  north  fresh  battles  have  de- 
veloped."

Confederation  of  Canada  Cele- 
brated By  Citizens  Before 
Parliament  Buildings  —  Sir 
Charles  Tupper  Speaks. 


Some  notable  passases  in  the  ofa- 
tlon  of  Sir  Charles  llibbert  Tupper 
follow: 

"We  have  met  to  celebrate  the 
work  of  the  fathers,  but  we  cannot 
disassociate  from  them  nameH  Just 
as  glorious,  if  not  more  glorious; 
the  names  of  the  men  who  have 
fought  for  us  and  for  our  country, 
and  the  men  who  are  ready  to 
saoriflce  their  lives  now  to  main- 
tain that  great  Dominion  made  by 
the  fathers  of  Confederation. 


"The  great  purpose,  the  great  sol- 
emn purpose  of  the  fathers  of  Con- 
federation was  to  consolidate  Brit- 
ish power  and  British  Institutions 
In  the  best  part  of  the  best  con- 
tinent In  the  world. 


"I  recall  that  at  one  time  the 
name  of  Canadian  was  a  name  of' 
contempt.  Tet  today,  fifty  years 
having  rolled  round,  what  prouder 
name  is  there  than  the  name  Can- 
adian? 


"Today  w«  hajre  the  right  essen- 
tially as  a  nation  under  a  King  to 
speak  with  a  nation's  voice. 


"We  are  told  that  the  principles 
of  democracy  are  at  stake.  Well, 
then,  this  war  is  essentially  our 
war,  for  there  Is  no  such  free  de- 
mocracy on  the  face  of  the  globe 
as  this  of  ours  In  Canada  today. 


"In  loyalty  to  our  land  and  Em- 
pire, we  can  pledge  ourselves  neither 
to  flinch  nor  fall  until  we  have 
secured  peace  for  our  Bmpire,  peace 
for  the  world  and  happineas  for  the 
children  and  all  who  oome  after  us. 
that  they  may  celebrate  as  great  a 
day  flfty  years  henoe." 


The  spirit  of  '•?,  throbbln*  with  the 
same  love  of  country  and  Imperial  da- 
votlon  which  flfty  years  ago  flred  Can- 
ada's master  statesmen  with  the  deter- 
mination to  cement  their  country  Into 
one  great,  united  Dominion,  reigned  In 
Victoria  yesterday.

PBTROORAD,  July  2.— Up  to  the 
hour  Of  telegraphing  the  advance  of  the 
Russian  army  In  Galicia  was  still  in 
progress.  A  dliipatcb  received  by  the 
War  Minister  says  the  staff  of  the  Rua- 
sian  army  in  Oalicla  is  more  than  satlH- 
fled  with  the  progress  made. 

Never  was  an  offensive  so  auspi- 
ciously l>egun.  The  local  army  staff 
was  pleased  with  the  speed  of  the  ad- 
vance, as  the  operation  which  the  staff 
had  expected  would  take  two  days  was 
executed  yesterday  between  the  hours 
of  two  and  nine. 

All  of  the  latest  telegrams  to  the  War 
Ministry  agreed  that  the  soldiers  are  In 
excellent  splrltu,  and  the  Ministry  au- 
thorizes the  statement  that  preparations 
as  regards  munitions  and  equipment  are 
In  better  nhape  than  In  any  preceding 
period  of  the  war. 

I^letit.  Perun,  chief  of  the  War  Minis- 
try Information  Department,  ha.i  Just 
returned  from  the  front,  where  he  wit- 
nessed M.  Kerensky's  crusade  In  favor 
of  an  Immediate  offensive.  The  lieu- 
tenant told  the  Annocliited  Press  that 
the  great  eloquence  of  Minister  Keren- 
aky was  largely  responsible  for  the 
change  In  the  army's  mood.  The  lieu- 
tenant was  present  when  Kerensky, 
having  told  the  soldiers  that  If  they 
would  not  attack  he  would  march  to  the 
enemy's  trenches  alone,  was  embraced 
and  kissed  by  the  soldiers. 

"The  army,"  said  the  lieutenant, 
"was  re-born  under  my  eyes." 

The  minds  of  the  soldiers,  he  said, 
are  thoroughly  permeated  with  Russla'a 
new  noiltical  programme.  War  Minis- 
ter Kerensky's  merit,  the  lieutenant  de- 
clared, is  that  he  flrst  realized  that  the 
Russians  will  flght  only  If  they  are  con- 
vinced they  are  fighting,  not  for  Imper- 
ialism, but  for  freedom  at  home  and  in- 
ternational peace.  The  War  Minister, 
he  hdded,  had  accomplished  the  almost 
Impo^.iible  task  of  convincing  the  sol- 
diers of  that  fact.

TIENTSIN,  China,  July  S.^Hsuan 
Tung,  the  young  Emperor,  accordin'k  to 
reports  from  Peking  today,  has  taken 
possession  of-^'lhe  palace  occupied  by 
President  L>1  Yuan  Hung,  and  is  sur- 
rounded  by    prominent   military   leaders. 

A  demand  was  made  upon  President 
Lit  that  he  resign  In  favor  of  Hsuan 
Tung.  The  President  replied  that  ha 
would  resign  in^  favor, of  the  Vloe- 
Pvesldent,  as  he  wai  unable  to  resign  in 
favor  of  the  Kmperor.  Telegraph  and 
telephone  ofllces  are  closely  guarded  and 
telegrams  cannot   be  sent   to  Peking. 

The  flrst  Intimation  that  foreigners 
in  Peking  received  of  Chang  Hsun's 
coup  was  the  appearance  in  the  streets 
of  the  capitol  of  strong  bodies  of 
troops. 

The  boy  Emperor  was  taken  into  the 
palace  at  3  o'clpck  in  the  morning  undSr 
guard  of  Chang  Hsun's  soldiers.  Ac- 
cording to  some  reports,  the  Emperor 
was  crowned  Immediately,  and  according 
to  others  there  wus  no  ceremony. 

President  Li  Yuan  Hung  Is  believed 
to  be  a  prisoner  In  the  hand.'<  of  the 
military  leaders.  Peking  telegrams  and 
letters  are  subject  to  censorship,  and 
all  Oovernment  officers  are  under  Kuard. 

Qen.  Chang  Hjsun'n  action  was  unex- 
pected, and  numt  of  the  foreign  diplu- 
matic  representatives  were  awity  from 
the  capital  for  the  week-end.  All  the 
military  movements  are  reported  to 
have  been  carried  out  with  the  greatest 
precision.

Premier  Hughes  Says  Con- 
scription Referendum  Will

BYDNBT,  N.  8.  W.,  July  2. — Contrary  to 
general  espectatlona.  Premier  Hugbea  haa 
not  announced  another  consci||>tlon  refer- 
endum. He  haa  aaid  the  Oovernment  put 
forward  its  propoaala  last  year  for  com- 
pulaory  service  on  the  baaia  that  K.SOO 
troop*  a  month  were  required  to  keep  Ave 
AuHtrian  diviaiona  at  full  atrength.  Later 
experience  proved  the  British  War  Office 
eatimate    too   high. 

The  Ooverhment  now  appealed  to  Ana- 
tralla  to  ralee  at  Iraat  7, COO  recruits  a 
month    voluntarily. 

It  also  deairaa  to  secure  such  an  addi- 
tional number  of  recruits  aa  would  enable 
leave  to  ^a  glTen  to  the  remaininir  mem- 
bera  of  the  ilrst  division,  ao  that  they  may 
return    to   Anatralla   for   a   rest.

IXJNDON.  July  2. — (Via  Router's  Ot- 
tawa Agency). — The  House  of  Commons 
{:^mmittee  on^  the  flnanee  bill  has 
brought  in  an  amendment  in  favor  of 
tie  reduction  of  the  duty  on  tea  from 
a  shilling  to  eightpence.  •^ 

This  was  negatived  op  division  after 
a  statement  by  Chancellor  Bonar  Law. 
indicating  the  extent  to  which  the  ad- 
ditional revenue  came  from  direct  com- 
pared with  Indirect  taxation.  He  stated 
the  Indirect  taxatlon\  in  the  year  before 
the  war  was  sixty-nine  millions  of 
pounds  sterling;  now  it  was  a  hundred 
and  ten  millions.  The  corresponding 
flgures  for  direct  taxation  were  ninety- 
three  and  forty-six  million  pounds. 

In  view  of  the  Premier's  statement 
of  the  Oovernment's  intention  to  keep 
the  prices  of  some  necessities  to  a 
reasonable  level,  if  the  treasury  were 
to  make  good  in  one  direction  for  the 
higher  prices  of  food.  it  was  only 
right  that  it  should  get  what  It  could 
from   other   sources    in    compensation.

BERLIN.  July  2. — Official  announce- 
ment is  made  that  Field  Marshal  von 
Hlndenburg  and  General  von  Luden- 
dorff,  Quartermaster-Oeneral,  have  ar- 
rived at  the  headquarters  of  the  Aus- 
tro-Hungarlan  army,  thus  returning  the 
visit  which  the  Austrian  Field  Marshal, 
Oeneral  von  Straussenburg  made  to  the 
German  headquarters  last  March.  Con- 
fyences  will  t)e  held  at  Vienna  later. 


More  SaTagery  for  Bolglaas 

AMSTERDAM,  July  2. — News  received 
here  from  Germany  says  that  an  extra- 
ordinary war  tribunal  has  been  insti- 
tuted, and  began  by  sentencing  two  Bel- 
gian latwrers  to  Ave  and  three  years 
penal  servitude  for  treason.  Another 
workman  was  sentenced  to  six  years,

Particularly  Active  in  District 
Near  Lake  Gard  —  Venice 
and  Trieste  Are  Raided  by 
Aerial  Squadrons, 


ROMS,  July  2.— ToalCht's  official 
statement  reads:  ,.  -^ 

"During  the  night  the  enemy  ^aa 
particularly  active  between  Lake  Uarda 
and  the  Ledro  valley.  After  violent  ar- 
tillery preparation  an  enemy  detach- 
ment numbering  not  less  than  two  com- 
panies attacked  the  line  of  our  outposts 
between  San  Giovanni  and  Biacesa,  but 
were  stopped  and  driven  back  with  con- 
siderable loss.  At  the  same  time  other 
hostile  parties  attacked  our  outposts  in 
the  same  sector  north  of  Malga  Glu- 
mella  and  northeast  of  Meczolago,  but 
they  were  stopped  by  the  vigllanca.'of 
our   troops  before  reaching  our  lines. 

"The  artillery  s,truggle  continued  ac- 
tive yesterday  in  the  area  between 
Lake  Garda  and  the  Adige. 

"At  several  other  points  on  the  front, 
and  partio.ilarly  at  the  head  of  the 
Zebach  and  In  the  neighborhood  of  Han 
Lucia  Tolmino,  we  repeatedly  and  suc- 
cessfully shelled  enemy  troop.s  assem- 
bled and  in  movement. 

"On  the  Mrzll  a  big  enemy  mine  was 
exploded  without  altering  our  position, 
and    causing   only    slight    damage. 

"Albania — A  well  executed  attack  by 
one  of  our'  armed  Albanian  bands  on 
June  30  destroyed  a  small  enemy  post 
near  Panaret,  on  the  Upper  Osum 
River.  Some  Austrian  regulars  were 
captured,  and  the  attack  caused  great 
alarm  within   the   enemy  lines." 

Veplce  has  been  again  attacked  by 
Austrian  airplanes,  the  War  Office  an- 
nounces. The  Italians  raided  Trieste 
in  reprisal.     The  statement  reads: 

"A  group  of  enemy  airplanes  raided 
Venice,  Murlno  and  Chioggia,  the  last 
two  being  to]^s  near  Venice,  on  Friday 
night.  Bombs  were  dropped  on  houses. 
There  were  no  victims.  Anti-aircraft 
batteries  bombarded  the  airplanes  vigor- 
ously, and  there  Is  reason  to  believe  two 
raiders  were  hit. 

"By  Way  of  immediate  reprisal,  Ital- 
ian airplanes  bombarded  the  industrial 
quarters  of  Trieste."

LONDON.  July  3. — Spain  appears  to 
he  In  the  throes  of  a  revolution.  In 
well-informed  quarters  here  It  Is  bellv- 
ed  thst  the  fall  of  the  Spanish  mon- 
srchy  and  the  rise  of  a  republic  In  Its 
place  le  only  a  matter  of  days,  possibly 
hours.

CAN.VDI.XN  HKAUQL'ARTER.S  IN 
FRaNCK.  July  2. — (By  the  OverseuH 
Correspondent). — On  the  sector  of  the 
front  to  the  west  and  south  of  Merl- 
court  durly  the  last  two'  nights  our 
outposts  hRre  been  a>1vanced  about  a 
thousand  yards  along  a  front  of  over  a 
mile  and  a  half*,  practically  without  op- 
position from  the  cnriiv.  There  has 
been,  oh  Fhls  part  of  the  plain  a  w rJo 
stretch  of  No  Man's  Land  between  the 
trench  systems  of  the  opposing  armies. 
Encounters  between  patrols  occasional- 
ly have  occurred  out  there,  but  the 
territory  was  not  eftectlvely  occupied 
by    either   side. 

British  West   of  x,*bs 

To  the  west  of  Lens,  In  the  sector 
north  of  the  Souchez  River,  where  there 
had  been  almost  continuous  artillery 
duels  since  Thursday,  varied  by  Infan- 
try thrusts  and  counter-thrusts,  affairs 
have  quieted  down  this  afternoon.  The 
cannonading  has  become  violent. 

In  a  former  dispatch  the  correspon- 
dent has  spoken  of  the  splendid  valor 
of  the  British  troops  engaged  In  these 
operations.-  Later  Information  Indi- 
cates that  In  the  fierce  house-to-house 
fighting,  which  has  been  the  chlaf  fea- 
ture of  the  advance,  they  enhanced 
their   already    high    reputation. 

The  Dominion  Day  sports  were  most 
successful.  The  weather  was  fine. 
There  were  baseball  and  football  cham- 
pionship games,  tugs-of-war  and  toot 
races  between  teamr  representing  the 
various  divisions.

"In  the  region  esst  of  Rhelms  our 
flrst  lines  were  subjected  to  a  violent 
bombardment  In.  the  early  part  of  the 
night  Strong  surprise  attacks  directed 
by  German  troops  In  the  region  east  of 
iM,  Pompelle,  north  and  northeast  of 
Prunay.  caused  the  attackers  serious 
losses  snd .  gained  them  nothing.

Simple  Ceremonial  at  Ottawa 
Marks  Celebration  —  Dedi- 
cation of  New  Parliament 
Building  Is  Included. 


OTTAWA,  July  2.— Half  a  century  of 
progress,  growth  and  development  under 
the  aegis  of  Canadian  Confederation 
waa  commemorated  with  simple  cere- 
mony on  Parliament  Hill.  Hlmultane- 
ously,  and  as  befitting  such  a  moment, 
the    new    building    of    rarllameni,    now 

under  construction,   was   formally   dedU 
fated. 

Meal  weather  favored  the  event,  and 
thousands  of  people  turneil  out.  Ths 
occHlon  was  graced  l,v  the  Httendanco 
of  tlio  (iovrrnor.<;i-iipriil  and  staff 
members  of  the  tlovernmrnt,  senators' 
and  members  of  Parlliinient,  the  for- 
eign  consi-ilM.  the  judi.iary,  mlllUry 
headquarters  staff  officers,  clergy  and 
leading  officials  In  the  civil  govern- 
ment. 

The  specially  constructed  dais  at  tho 
building  was  festooned  gaily  with  Brit- 
ish, French,  American  and  other  Al- 
lied flags.  There  were  speeches  by  thn 
Uukc  of  Dnvonshlre,  Hir  Robert  Borden 
and  Hlr  Wilfrid  Laurler,  patriotio 
choruses  by  a  massed  choir  with  band 
accompaniments  and  a  military  re« 
view. 

The  speeches  breathed  sentiments  of 
patriotism,  with  eulogies  of  the  Can- 
aaian  people,  the  achievements  of  the 
past  and  the  glory  of  future  pronpsets. 
Reference  was  made  to  the  country's 
splendidly  effective  part  In  the  war. 

The  ceremony  was  simple  and  Im- 
pressive. The  arrangements  wers  made 
by  Sir  Oeorge  Foster,  head  of  the  par- 
llamentary  committer  dealing  with  tba 
semi-centennial  celebration,  and  carried 
out  under  Col.  8.  M.  Rogers,  Col.  Sir 
Percy  Sherwood  and  Col.  K.  J.  Cham* 
hers.  ♦ 

When  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  con- 
cluded his  speech,  he  touched  a  button 
snd  a  Union  Jack  rose,  uncovering  the 
memorial  tablet  of  the  occasion  In 
what  is  to  be  the  ball  of  fame  The 
following  Is  the  inscription,  executed 
on  the  pillar  In  English  on  one  aide  and 
In  French  on  the  other:

were  killed.  Thia  Included  the  deteetlTO 
aaraeant  whoae  death  at  the  haada  of  a 
negro  mob  late  Sunday  nitht  waa  the 
direct  cauae  of  the  outbreak  Monday  after* 
noon   and   Monday   night. 

Eitlmates  of  the  number  of  dead  run 
cp  to  100  and  higher,  but  thia  eatlmata 
la  purely  conjectural.  The  exact  number 
alaughtered  probably  will  not  be  known, 
aa  it  la  thought  many  bodlea  were  eaa« 
Bumed   In    the  flamea. 

Adjutant-Oeneral  Frank  8.  Diekaon  ar- 
rived ahortly  after  midnight  and  '  took 
charge  of  the  situation.

At  the 
momon:  when  the  inaplred  preaa  in  the 
Fatherland  Is  trying  to  explain  away 
the  latent  Brittai  aucceaaea  In  Flandara, 
and  knowing  that  mora  must  come  re* 
quiring  further  explanation,  and  also 
knowing,  the  fact  that  the  vanguard  of 
the  American  army  la  already  on  French 
soil— comprebenaion  of  theae  thlnga  Js 
apreading  among  the  German  army  and 
the  people — the  high  command  feela 
that  aomethlng  muat  be  done  to  coun- 
terbalance the  effect  of  all  this.  In  any 
event,  there  Is  not  yet  any  Indication 
that  behind  the  sudden  raaumption  of 
activity  Ilea  any  more  aerloua  Intention 

Both  In  Lie  Mort  Homme  and  in  the 
Cerny  sector,  the  enemy,  in  the  event  of 
Buccoaa,  stands  to  win  Important  local 
advantages,  notably  in  the  latter, 
whore  lie  would  regain  at  leaat  a  por- 
tion of  the  obaervatory  line  on  the 
Chemin  dea  D^mea  cre*t,  to  retain 
which  he  fought  ao  bard. 

By  ihe  operations  of  yeaterday  and 
today  the  enemy  regalnedSa  very  Inse- 
cure fouMng  on  the  creat  about  a  mile 
west  of  Dragon's  Den,  from  which  he 
was  expelled  Iaat  Monday. 

The  amall  galna  the  enemy  hitherto 
aecured  were  obtained  by  means  which 
either  aide  can  employ  at  will,  and 
them.

Nearly 
all  are  from  the  mechanical  personnel 
of  the  company,  and  It  la  a  fair  pre- 
aumption  that  they  were  loat  In  the 
aubmarlne  campaign,  because  trained 
mechanics  are  not  aaalgned  to  the 
forcea  In  Flandara,  and  aurface  ahlps 
are  little   expoaed  to  oasualtlea. 

Recently  the  same  proportion  of 
caaualtlea  from  other  aouroes  from 
which  the  HUbmnrlne  personnel  is  drawn 
would  Indicate  that  aubmarlne  losses 
are  inconsistent  with  the  Admiralty  as- 
aertion  that  the  monthly  loas  In  boats 
Is  below  ten.

1.0NDON,  July  2.— Sir  Herbert  Beer- 
bohm Tree,  the  actor,  died  here  to- 
night, 8lr  Herbert,  who  had  made  many 
public  appearancea  aince  hia  return 
from  the  United  Stateti,  delivering  ad- 
dresaes  describing  hie  experlencea  In 
America,  had   been  111  for  several  daya. 

It  waa  announred  that  he  had  auc- 
ceaafully  und«rsone  an  operation  and, 
according  to  latest  reports,  be  waa 
making  satlafaotory  progreaa  toward 
recovery.  Hla  death,  announced  to- 
night, waa  therefore  somewhat  unex-* 
pected. 

Sir  Herbert  haa  long  been  ranked  aa 
one  of  the  greatest  and  most  versatile 
Kngllah  actora.  He  waa  the  son  of  the 
late  Jullua  Beerbohm.  a  grain  mer- 
chant, waa  born  In  London  In  1858,  and 
waa  educated  partly  In  London  and 
partly  In  Germany.  In  1870  he  entered 
his  father's  ofllce,  but  ahortly  after- 
warda  became  devoted  to  amateur  act- 
ing, drifting  gradually  to  the  actor's 
profeaslon.  He  made  his  debut  aa 
••Urlmaldl"  at  the  Olobe  Theatre  In 
1878.  In  March.  1884,  he  made  a  hit 
In  the  part  of  Robert  Spalding  In  "The 
Private  Secretary"  at  the  Prince  of 
Wales  Theatre  and  shortly  afterwarda 
played  the  part  of  the  Spy  Cacarl  In 
"Called    Back" 

The  fame  won  for  Sir  Herbert  by  hla 
veraatUlty  and  aubtlety  aa  an  actor 
determined  him  to  try  managership  on 
hla  own  account.  In  1887  ^e  took  over 
the  Comedy  Theatre,  where  be  pro- 
duced "The  Red  I..amp"  and  played  the 
part  of  an  old  Ruaalan  apy  with  park- 
ed aucceas.  In  the  aame  year  be  took 
the  Haymarket,  where  hla  most  succeaa- 
ful  produotlona  ware:  "A  Man'a  Shad- 
ow." "Captain  Bwlft,"  "The  Village 
Prieet,"  "Beau  Austin."  "The  Ballad- 
Monger,"  "Merry  Wlvea  of  WIndaor" 
"The  Pompadour,"  "The  Dancing  Olrl, ' 
18»1;  "Hamlet"  and  "Hypatla."  1882: 
"A  Woman  of  No  Importance"  and 
"The  Tempter,"  18>S:  "The  Charlatan," 
"A  Bunch  of  Vloleta*  and  "John-a- 
Dreams,"    1J84.  ^ 

In  all  theae  playa  Sir  Herbert  took 
principal  parte  and  waa  aupported  by 
hla  wlfejtnee  Holt)  an  accompllahed  ar- 
tlat,  whom  he  married  when  aha  waa  a 
governeaa  at  Queen'a  College,  Harley 
Street.  Before  leaving  for  a  aucceaa- 
ful  American  tour  In  1896,  Sir  Her- 
bert was  entertained  at  a  banquet  by 
many  of  hla  prominent  advisers.  In 
1896  he  ceaaed  to  be  manager  of  the 
Haymarket   theatre. 

The  year  1897  waa  rendered  notable 
In  the  annala  of  the  stage  by  the  open- 
Ine  of  Her  Majeaty's  theatre,  built  by 
Sir  Herbert  on  the  old  alte  of  the 
opera  house.  Thia  Is  one  of  the  larg- 
est and  most  scientifically  arranged  of 
London  theatres.  He  opened  on  April 
28  with  Sir  Oilberj(^  Parker's  "Seats  of 
the  Mighty,"  and  aubaequently  revived 
"The  Red  Lamp,"  "Old  Clo* "  and  "The 
Ballad-Monger."  He  alao  produced 
"The  Silver  Key,"  "Katherlne  and 
Petruchlo."  and  "A  Man'a  Shadow." 

The^  grand  revival  of  1898  waa 
"Julius  Caesar."  In  which  Sir  Herbert 
sustained  in  a  masterly  manner  the  dif- 
ficult part  of  Antony,  while  Mr.  Waller 
and  Lady  Tree  won  laurela  during  the 
long  run  of  the  piece  aa  Brutus  and  the 
slave  Lufllua  respectively.  In  1899  he 
plnycd  "D'ArtaBniin,"  In  an  a'l.iptntlon  of 
"The  Three  Mwaketoera,"  which  en- 
joyed an  exceptionally  long  run.  Later 
he  produced  'ciyde  Pitch's  "The  Last  ef 
the  Dandlea,"  and  In  190t  "Herod"  and 
"ITlyaawi." 

Sir  Her1>ert'a  masterpiece  waa  the 
magnifleent  revival  of  "Henry  the 
Eighth,"  which  waa  produced  In  very 
recent  timaa  lioth  In  England  and  Am- 
erica. Ha  had  alao  a  alight  connection 
with  tha  moving  picture  bualneaa  on 
this  continent,  producing  "The  Old 
Ftolka  at  Home."  the  film  of  which  waa 
shown  at  the  Royal  VIeterIa  Theatre 
a  few  menUia  ace.

CANADIA.V  HEADQUARTIiUS  IN 
FRANCK,  July  1,  via  London,  July  3.— 
'By  Stewart  Lyon,  the  Canadian  Over- 
seas Press  Correspondents — The  drive 
south  and  west  of  Lens  continues  with 
unabated  vigor.  Reservoir  Hill,  sup- 
ported by  a  cannonade  of  great  inten- 
sity, pushed  forward  700  yards  beyond 
the  point  reached  Thursday.  They  en- 
countered strong  opposition,  especially 
on  the  left  flank  to  the  north  of  the 
city,  and  were  unable  to  maintain  the 
extreme   point   of   their   advance. 

German  ^  counter-at^u:ks.  continued 
this  morning.  Fighting  proceeded  amid 
the  ruins  of  houses  and  the  front  under 
a  bombardment  of  heavy  guns,  making 
the  line  difficult  to  locate  and  main- 
tain. The  battle  was  really  one  In  which 
the  valor  of  small  groups  of  men  using 
bombs  and  bayonets  decided  the  issue. 
The  British  troops  In  their  advance 
northwest  of  Lens  have  malnti^lned  the 
finest  traditions  of  the  army."

"Where  the  Canadian  troops  are  bat- 
tling forward  on  the  Houthwest  the 
flood  along  the  Soucbez  River  resulting 
from  the  debris  of  blown-up  brldgas 
slightly  retardH  the  advance.  Neverthe- 
less, our  patrols  now  are  well  Into  the 
ui'per  part  of  Avion  and  In  close  contact 
with  the  enemy's  rearguard.  In  tlio 
lower  end  of  Avion  the  destruction 
wrought  la  Indescribable.  There  Is  not 
a  habitable  house  left  In  this  formerly 
populous  suburb  of  Lens,  and  In  some 
places  the  streets  have  been  so  ploughed 
u p  that  It  Is  difficult  to  trace  where 
Tl»«y  were  located.  The  enemy's 
trenches,  which  were  provided  as  usual 
with  deep  dugouts,  are  almost  entirely 
obliterated,  and  the  entrance  to  the  dug- 
outs have  been  blown  In. 

A  sad  reminder  that  victory  Is  not  to 
be  had  save  by  paying  the  price  In  the 
lives  of  brave  men,  was  supplied  by  the 
unburled  dead,  the  bodies  of  men  who 
formed  part  of  our  first  assaulting 
columns  two  months  ago.  Some  of 
these  heroic  soldiers  fell  amid  the 
enemy  wire  close  U>  the  trenches  which 
defend   Avion. 

lK7«t«ry  Cleared  Vp 

Others  were  seen  to  enter  La  Cou- 
lotte  but  never  emerged  on  the  farther 
side,  though  the  ruins  appeared  to  af- 
ford no  shelter  for  any  large  number 
of  the  enemy.  That  mystery  now  has 
been  Kolved.  A  huge  cellar  with  a 
vaulted  roof  has  been  discovered,  virtu- 
ally Intact,  In  which  the  enemy  shel- 
tered hlmsellf  during  the  ehcMlng  and 
from  which  he  emerged  only  when  our 
Infantry  penetrated  the  vlllaBe.  This 
cellar  Is  large  enough  to  accommodate 
at   least  .two   battalions. 

The  enemy  was  not  without  the  means 
oi  amusement  In  this  subterranean 
home,  for  a  hHrp  and  piano  were  among 
the  things  he  left  behind.  Much  furni- 
ture from  a  neighboring  chateau  also 
wan  fouqd. 

Dominion  Day  was  celebrated  at 
noon  today  by  a  triple  salvo  from 
all  the  guns  of  the  Canadian  Corps. 
Just  before  noon  the  guns  ceased  to 
fire.  Simultaneously  at  12  o'clock  and 
ngaln  at  two  minutes  and  four  minutes 
past  the  hour,  hundreds  of  guns  from 
18-pounders  to  the  great  siege  plecea 
the  shells  from  which  fell  miles  behind 
the  .German  front,  broke  forth  In  a 
mighty  claflior.

WASHINGTON.  July  2.— The  restora- 
tion  of  the  Manchu  dynasty  in  China 
hHs  been  demanded  of  President  Li  by 
General  Chang  Hsun  and  other  mili- 
tary ieaders.  according  to  State  Depart- 
ment advices  from  American  Minister 
Relnsch  today.  Civil  war  In  China  Is 
feared  If  the  militarists  have  the  power 
behind   them   they   seem   to  have. 

The  monarchlal  coup  de'etat  came 
lust  at  the  time  when  peace  was  being 
restored  In  China.  The  militarists,  who 
had  set  up  a  separate  government  at 
Tientsin  In  order  to  force  President  LI 
to  dissolve  parliament,  and  the  south- 
ern provinces,  which  had  threatened 
armed  resistance  to  such  action,  had 
Anally  come  together,  modified  their  de- 
mands and  united  behind  President  LI 
In    a    coalition    cabinet. 

Uhtum  Vsu's   xntimstiuii 

Minister  Relnsch's  dispatch,  dated 
noon  yesterday,  says  General  Chang 
Hsun.  military  governor  of  Anhul  prov- 
ince and  leader  of  the  militarist  party, 
has  suddenly  withdrawn  from  the  com- 
pact and  sent  an  ultimatum  to  Presi- 
dent Li  demanding  the  Immediate  re- 
storation of  Kmperor  Husian  Tung, 
whose  abdication  of  the  Mancliu  throne 
on  February  12,  1912,  ushered  in  the 
Chinese  Republic.  Chang  Hsun  wjis 
supported  by  Shun  Shi  Chang,  guardian 
of  the  boy  Emperor  and  former  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  of  State  under  the 
Manchus.  and  by  Kan  Yen  Wei  and 
other   old    type   statesmen. 

No  indication^ KBB^been  received  o_ 
President  Li's  attitude,  but  as  he  is  a 
strong  republican  and  constitutionalist. 
It  Is  expectKl  he  will  resist  the  ulti- 
matum a.s  loii«  as  any  chance  of  suc- 
cess   remains. 

All  the  southern  provinces  south  of 
the  Yangtse  River  are  expected  to  re- 
volt In  case  of  a  Manchu  restoration. 

China's  entry  Into  the  war  is  felt 
here  now  to  be  practlcaly  out  of  the 
question.  It  Is  assured  that  the  mili- 
tarists are  strong  enough  at  least  to 
split   up    the   country. 


SAN  FRANCISCO,  July  _2.— Accord- 
ing to  cable  advices  received  here  to- 
day by  the  Chinese  Nationalist  League, 
China  is  on  the  verge  of  civil  war.  with 
the  north  ready  to  light  for  the  return 
of  the  Manchu  dynasty  and  the  south- 
ern  provinces   united  for  the   republic. 

The  league  is  the  reorganized  Young 
China  party,  which  aided  in  financing 
the  revolt  against  the  Manchus  six  years 
ago.  The  local  Chinatown  has  sent 
thousands  of  dollars  to  China  in  aid  of 
the  revolution,  to  which  It  has  given 
its   entire   moral   support.

•Police  Intervention  alone  averted  a 
big  riot.  Four  arrests  by  the  city  po- 
lice followed  a  free-for-all  fight  in 
which  the  anti-conscBlptionlsts  were 
quickly  driven  from  the  neighborhood 
of  the  square  where  the  speeches  were 
to  have  been  delivered.  A  foreigner 
also  was  arrested  by  Intelligence  offi- 
cers from  military  headquarters  here. 

At  least  50  per  cent  of  the  crowd 
were  enemy  aliens,  according  to  Lieut. 
Campbell,  of  the  Intelligence  depart- 
ment. 

Clubs  were  freely  used  during  the 
fight  and  hammers  also  played  a  de- 
structive part.  One  foreigner  was 
caught  In  the  act  of  stabbing  a  re- 
turned soldier  with  a  clasp  knife.  Al- 
derman Queen,  who  attempted  to  speak 
made  a  successful  geUway,  although 
not  without  being  mauled.

July  2.— Evidence 
that  Germany  la  obtaining  vast  quan- 
tities of  food  from  the  Euro^ai\^  neutral 
countries  has  been  presented  to  tt^e 
United  States  by  Great  Britain  for  the 
American  Government's  guidance  in 
d<-termlnlng  an  export  control  policy, 
Much  of  this,  the  British  ntatlstlcs 
show.  Is  replaced  by  the  neutrals  with 
imports   from    tho   I'nlted   States. 

From  Scandinavia  and  Holland,  the 
British  Informittion  sets  forth,  enoagh 
fat  is  going  Into  Germany  to  support 
7,700,000  soldiers,  virtually  the  entire 
army  of  effectives  of  Germany.  The 
German  Imports  from  these  countries. 
It  is  declared,  reduced  to  calories,  equal 
the  total  ration  of  2,.'>00,000  troops.  th« 
sixe  of  the  German  army  In  the  West. 

German  purchases  of  foodstuffs 
abroad  are  made  through  the  Govern- 
ment Department  of  the  Interior,  which 
has  organised  a  special  division  to  buy 
from  the  neutrals.  In  the  early  days 
of  the  war,  the  German  Oovemment 
St. mulate<1  importation  of  food  by  ex- 
cluding 1m|K>rts  from  the  operation  ot 
the  maximum  price  law,  but  this  drew 
such  »  vigorous  protest  from  German 
producers  that  the  practice  was  stopped. 

Now  the  German  authorities  are  said 
to  be  using  coercion,  exchanglnc  for 
foodstuffs  bought  In  the  neutral  coun- 
tries. oo«l  and  other  commodities  neces- 
sary for  maintenance  of  the  neutrml  In- 
dustries.

Tha  calabratlon  yaatarday  wa«  car- 
rlad  off  atrlctly  according  to  pro- 
■ramma,  aad  It  la  aafe  to  say  that  not 
a  ainsla  Individual  who  waa  at  tha 
Parllamant  BuUdlnca  want  away  dlaap- 
polntad.  On  tha  othar  band,  avaryona 
was  plaaaed.  Tha  tendency  on  all  auch 
occaalona  la  to  overload  the  programme. 
On  thla  ooeaalon,  tha  prooaedinca,  con* 
atderlng  the  Importance  of  the  event  be- 
ing celebrated,  while  aufflclent.  were 
brief  and  almple  In  their  character. 

A  feature  which,  of  eourae,  alwaya 
adds  to  the  Impreaalveneaa  of  such  cele- 
brations, was  the  naval  and  military 
display.  Owing  to  exlotlng  clrcum- 
ataacaa  the  parade  yesterday  was  un- 
uaually  impressive.  Conspicuous  among 
the  military  units  were  the  returned 
soldiers,  whose  appearance  was  the  sig- 
nal for  prolonged  cheering.  Tha  few 
hymns  and  patriotic  aonga.  appropri- 
ately ohOBcn,  were  aung  In  chorus  by 
the  thousands  present.  Altogether  It 
was  a^  ausplcloua  ocoaslon,  and  one 
could  not  but  speculate  upon  what 
would  be  the  nature  of  the  celebration 
on  the  occasion  of  the  centenary  of 
Confederation   flfty    years    to   come. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  thfc  cele- 
bration was  the  address  by  Sir  Charles 
Hlbbert  Tupper,  who,  aa  the  aon  of 
Sir  Charles  Tupper.  Sr.,  who  had  auch 
a  foremost  place  as  a  Father  of  Con- 
tcdaratlon,  occupied  a  unique  position 
In  all  of  the  oelabratlona  of  yeaterday. 
air  Hlbbert  waa  very  happy  In  his  lan- 
guage and  posslbiy  made  one  of  the  best 
eftorta  of  hla  life  In  an  address  of  this 
nature.  It  was  not  so  much  informative 
as  stlmulatlya.  His  quotatlona  from  the 
speeches  of  atatasment  and  tha  poets  ot 
nationalism  were  exceedingly  apt,  and 
altogether  he  delighted  hta  big  open- 
air  audlenca.  ' 
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The  newa  that  the  Ruraians  are  mov- 
ing la  the  most  Inspiriting  that  has 
come  from  Europe  for  some  weeks.  The 
ofTenlilve  is  on  a  front  of  eighteen  miles 
between  the  Strlpa  and  Zlota-Llpa  Riv- 
ers. Within  two  daya  10,000  prisoners 
have  been  taken,  together  with  three 
llnea  of  enemy  trenehea.  A  few  weeks 
from  now  It  will  beTij^alble  to  offer 
an  opinion  on  Iiollt  far  Russia's  as- 
sistance may  be  relie<j  upon  during  the 
Summer.  The  opening  of  a  new  cam- 
paign !■  a  happy  augury,  and  if  it  la 
attended  by  centinuoua  success  It  will 
undoubtedly  prove  the  beat  tonto  for 
the  Boolal  and  political  Infirmities  of 
Rusala. 

Tha  Immediate  effect  of  the  new  of- 
fensive. If  It  la  auat^lned,'  will  be  to 
relieve  the  pressure  on  the  Italian  front. 
Up  to  some  months  ago  Austrian  divi- 
sions formed  the  bulk  of  the  armlea 
undar  Prince  Leopold,  whose  front  waa 
denuded  some  time  ago  to  stem  the 
Italian  advance  on  the  Inonzo  front. 
Unloaa  Oermany  sends  aid  to  her  ally 
the  possibilities  are  that  Auntrlan  dl- 
vtalooa  win  have  to  be  withdrawn  from 
tha  Italian  front.  Thla  move  would 
permit  of  Oeneral  Cadorna  reaumlng'hla 
offenalve,  which  haa  been  temporarily 
halted  owing  to  the  reinforcementa  the 
enemy  haa  brought  up  from  the  Qal- 
Iclan  front. 

A  Raaaian  military  awakening  would 
lead  to  co-ordinated  strategy  ^n  the 
part  of  the  Allies  and  an  energetic  of- 
fenalve on  the  Baatem  front  would  aoon 
bring  about  more  definite  reaults  in  the 
Welt.  Idtat  Autumn  an  Allied  plan  of 
campaign  waa  decMed  on  involving 
blowa  on  all  fronts  during  June  of  this 
year.  The  propoeal.  It  Is  understood, 
was  that  the  offensive  should,  on  East. 
Weat  and  South,  be  diong  almost  the 
entire  battle  line.  Ruaaia'a  revolution 
mad*  this  atrategy  Imposalble  for  the 
tlHM'  being  and  In  addition  forced  both 
Britain  and.  France  to  strike — and  on 
shortened  fronts— over  two  months  be- 
fore the  acheduled  data.  Italy's  effort 
waa  made  in  June,  but  while,  many  ob- 
leetlvea  were  seised  It  took  place  at  a 
time  when  Russla'a  paaslvlty  permitted 
treopa  to  be  hurried  from  the  Kaat  to 
bar   tha  way  to   Trleate. 

The  Ruaalan  offensive  may  be  only  a 
looal  effort  or  It  may  be  the  beginning 
of  a  drive  which  will  grow  In  extent  and 
Intanalty.  perhapa  reaching  aa  far  north 
aa  Kovel,  which  was  one  of  the  objec- 
tlraa  of  Oaneral  BrualiolTa  laat^  grant 
offenalve.  All  Winter  long  BrIUIn.  th« 
United  SUtea  and  Japan  poured  auppllea 
of  munlttona  Into  Ruaala  by  way  af 
Archangel  and  Vladlveatok.  Qaaaml 
BruailofTs  armlea  by  thla  time  must 
have  an  Immaaaa  atoek  on  hand,  a*  that 
h*  la  unlikely  to  auffar  from  tha  handi- 
cap which  brought  hla  laat  offenalve  to 
an  end.  Tha  problem  of  keeping  up  tha 
yresant  tfrtra  and  tnoreaalng  Ita  extant 
will  be  In  maintaining  the  loyalty  and 
entlivalaam,  not  only  of  the  army,  but 
«r  IMoatrlal   Roaala.     Por  the  momont 


evidence  of  recuperative  power  on  the 
Kastern  front.

The  dlffferencea  between  North  and 
South  China,  of  which  mention  waa 
mad*  a  few  daya. age,  have  become  ac- 
centuated to  auch  an  extent  that  the 
restoration  of  the  Manchu  dynasty  is 
demanded  openly  by  on*  of  the  moat 
powerful  military  leadera  of  the  North. 
A  Pekln  dispatch  aays  that  the  ex- 
Emparor  Usuan  Tung  la  even  now  in 
possession  of  the  President's  palace, 
surrounded  by  powerful  military  lead- 
ers, ao  that  eventa  appear  to  be  march- 
ing fast.  General  Chang  Haun,  who 
has  demanded  tha  reatoration  of  the 
monarchy,  la  military  governor  of 
Anhul  Province  and  leader  of  the  mili- 
tarist party  In  China.  He  has  sent  an 
ultimatum  to  President  L.1  Tuan  Hung 
demanding  that  the  ex-Emperor  be 
placed  on  the  throne.  It  Is  not  known 
If  he  will  have  the  support  of  all  ttie 
Northern  Provinces,  but  If  he  has,  the 
monarchy  will  be?  re-established.  If  only 
temporarily. 

The  Northern  army  has  alwaya  been 
a  aupreme  factor  In  Chinese  x><i\\i\ra.  A 
feature  of  the  present  situation  Is  that 
recently  both  Houses  of  Parliament  ap- 
proved the  nomination  to  the  Premier- 
ship of  L.I  Chlng-hal,  the  adopted  aon 
of  L.i  Hung-Chartg.  lA  Ching-hni  Is  an 
old  time  official  who  has  been  closely 
associated  with  the  military  leaders  of 
the  North,  so  that  his  nomination  may 
be  significant.  Up  to  the  present,  In- 
formation  about  the  coup  d'etat  t8_ con- 
fined to  the  demand  made  by  General 
Chang  Hsun.  with  whom  are  associated 
other  militarist  leaders  who,  presum- 
ably, are  ready  to  use  force  to  gain 
their  ends,  and  the  fact  that  the  ex- 
Emperor  Hauan  Tung  Is  installed  in  tha 
President's  palace.  The  situation  Is 
auch  as  to  preclude  all  immediate  pos- 
sibility of  China's  entrance  into  the 
war,  for  it  appears  as  if  she  will  have  • 
civil  war  upon  her  hands. 


The  Senate  now  consists  of  thirty- 
nine  Conaervatives  and  thirty-nine  lib- 
erals, with  nine  vacanciea.  The  latter 
are,  three  in  Quebec,  one  In  Manitoba, 
and  five  In  Ontario.  These  vacancies 
will  probably  be  flUed  up  to  Insure  a 
majority    for   the   Military   Service   Bill.

Sir  Herbert  Beerbohm  Tree,  who  haa 
passed  away,  wan  among  the  most  suc- 
cessful actor-managers  on  the  English- 
speaking  stage.

The 
yearly  consumption  of  rice  lidnce  then 
must  have  greatly  exceeded  ^ese  fig- 
ures, and  we  learn  that  the  Southern 
States  are  increasinir  tenfold  the  acre- 
age sown  tor  this  cereal.  It  Is  hoped  by 
those  Interested  In  the  Industry  to  In- 
duce AmerV^ans  to  adopt  rice  ^  as  a 
chief  article  of  food,  substituting  It  for 
other  grains,  potatoes  and  various 
starchy  vegetables.  Rice,  properly 
cooked,  ao  that  It  is  flaky  and  dry,  and 
eaten  either  as  an  accompaniment  to 
meat,  fish,  or  eggs,  or  by  Itself  with 
milk  or  cream,  is  one  of  the  most  de- 
licious aa  well  as  one  of  the  most-  nu- 
trltlouB  of  foods.

Professional  people  of  the  baeer  aorl 
may  use  It  aniongat  themselves  to  in- 
duce on«3  another  to  wink  at  the  special 
pecoadllloB  of  each — the  others  t«  be 
"done  by"  being  their  own  aets,  the  pub- 
lic generally  being  those  to  be  done  by 
them.  All  depend*  on  whom  the  others 
are  that  you  have  a  mind  to  aide  with, 
for  If  you  are  a  man  of  the  average  sort 
you  will  side  with  your  own  frlfnds  or 
party  without  inquiring  too  narrowly 
where  Justice  lies  In  the  matter. 

Then  it  would  make  short  work  of 
all  our  penal  machinery  for  enforcing 
equitable  relations  amongst  our  fellowK. 
A  Charles  Mace  might  quote  It  against 
the  constable  who  easayed  to  arraat  him 
—against  the  Judge  who  woulJ  sentence 
him  or  the  aherlff  whc  Inaisted  on 
stretching  hla  neck. 

It  may  be  urged  that  If  the  golden 
rule  were  acted  upon  that  there  would 
be  no  criminality  to  punish.  The  reply 
here  la  that  If  inclination  always  coi/i- 
clded  with  duty  we  would  need  no  laws 
or  rules  at  all.  Theae  are  enacted  and 
enforced  to  prevent,  as  far  as  posalble. 
wrongdoing  in  a  world  where  wrongdo- 
ing seems  to  be  perennial.  Of  course 
we  all  know  that  observance  of  this  rule 
forbids  much  harshness,  "the  oppressor's 
wrong,"  "the  proud  man's  contumely," 
"the  Inaolence  of  office"  but  It  is  not  a 
golden  rule  in  the  sense  of  being  a  test 
for  all  conduct,  nelthec  Is  it  Christian 
in  the  sense  that  it  was  first  enunciated 
by  them  or  that  they  are  distinguished 
ahpve  the  rest  of  the  world  in  its  prac- 
tice.

War  aad  Bible  Froplieoy 

Sir, — I  write  you  a  letter  on  the  prea 
ent  war  for  your  conatderatlon  whether^ 
you  will  publish  It  or  not.  With  your 
permission  I  will  repeat  part  of  Mr. 
W.  K.  Pelrce'8  letter  published  in  your 
paper  on  June  1,  which  says:  "And 
there  Ih  another  factor  to  be  consid- 
ered In  this  great  world  struKgle:  Does 
anyone  Imagine  that  the  KIiik  of  Klnga 
has  no  hand  In  what  Im~  going  on,  or 
that  man  alone  Is  working  out  the  fu- 
ture destiny  of  the  world?  If  he  does, 
he  Is  making  a  very  serious  mistake," 
etc.  The  morning  I  read  those  words 
It  immediately  tpuc-hed  a  unity  of  Ideas 
in  my  mind.  I  remember  It  was  short- 
ly after  Germany  declared  war  on 
Christendom  I  said  this  Is  God's  war, 
and  began  to  study  It  from  a  Bible 
point  of  view.  I  wrote  a  letter  to  the 
late  editor  of  your  paper,  telling  him 
this  was  a  Bible  war,  but  I  said  I  did 
not  expect  him  to  publish  It  at  the 
time,  as  there  was  too  much  excite- 
ment. He  did  not  publish  It.  From  a 
strange,  experience  I  once  went 
through  I  am  firmly  convinced  in  my 
mind  beyond  all  doubt  that  God  rules, 
and  that  the  story  of  Christ  and  the 
Bible  is  true.  The  Bible  was  never 
written  In  vain,  an.1  was  never  put  Into 
the  hands  of  countless  multitudes  of 
the  human  race  to  read  If  It  waa  a 
fable.  The  British  constitution  was 
founded  on  it,  and  no  prophecy  was  ever 
written  In  It  unless  It  was  Intended 
that  It  should  be  fulfilled.  Why  was 
the  Kalaer  the  one  man  of  millions 
chosen  to  carry  on  this  war,  the  only 
man  that  could  have  done  It,  and  the 
only  one  who  could  have  stopped  It? 
And  he  told  the  'world  plaliVly  he  was 
God's  Instrument.  Why  was  Judas 
lacarlot  chosen  to  betray  the  Son  of 
God,   born   for  that  condemnation?

TRY  TO  DESTROY  SHIPPING 

WASHINGTON,  July  2.— Seci4t  In- 
vestigations by  (3overnment  agents-  have 
disclosed  the  existence  of  a  conspiracy 
to  destroy  or  hinder  shipping  on  the 
Great  Lakes  and  thereby  delay  the  or- 
ganisation of  American  war  armies  and 
check  the  flow  of  food  and  munitions 
material  from  the  Western  States  to  the 
Atlantic   coast. 

No  conspirators  have  been  captured., 
and  the  Identity  of  none  has  been  made 
public,  but  it  waa  learned  today  that  the 
State,  Navy  and  Justice  Departments 
are  co-operating  to  bring  the  offenders 
to  punishment  and  that  the'  Canadian 
Governrhent  probably  will  be  called 
upon  to  help. 

This  plot,  engineered  by  Germans  as- 
sisted by  sympathising  American  cltt- 
sens,  Is  believed  to  have  been  reapon- 
slble  for  the  succession  of  "aocldents" 
to  lake  shipping,  especially  In  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  Sault  Hte  Marie  canal, 
which  began  about  a  month  ago.  Three 
vessels  have  been  sunk,  one  burned  and 
another    disabled. 

All  of  these  vessels  had  been  or  were 
about  to  be  taken  by  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment, and  the  Investlgatlona  of  tha  De- 
partment of  Justice  and  the  Navy  De- 
partment have  tended  to  the  conclusion 
that  what  were  believed  to  have  been 
accidents,  were  the  sets  of  conspirators 
seeking  to  hamper  the  Government

Sir, — "To  do  unto  others  as  ye  would 
that  others  should  do  unto  you"  haa 
"been  dignified  with  the  above  title,  as  It 
is  by  many  considered  a  test  to  which 
all  other  rules  of  conduct  may  be  sub- 
mitted and  by  which  the  goodness  or 
otHorwlse  of  any  act  may  be  deter- 
mined. 

As  so  much  reference  haa  been  made 
to  this  matter  lately  In  The  Colonist, 
perhaps  you  will  allow  me  a  short  space 
in   which  to  discuss  the  subject. 

In  the  first  place  readers  must  be  re- 
minded that  the  precept  antedates  our 
era  by  several  centuries  at  least.  It  Is 
found  In  the  book  of  Toblt.  and  earlier 
than  that  In  the  Analects  of  Confucius. 
To  claim  It,  therefore,  aa  apeclally  Chrla- 
tlan  Is  msnlfestly  unfair  to  the  follow- 
ers of  Confucius,  and  la  thus  a  violation 
of  the  precept  Itself.  One  can  well  Im- 
agine that  It  must  have  been  practiced 
by  human  beings  for  ages  before  It  waa 
enunciated  In  words  as  we  find  It  prac- 
ticed by  even  horses  and  i^ttle. 

Then  It  must  be  remarked  that  tha 
precept  Is  of  a  purely  secular  character, 
having  no  reference  to  anything  beyond 
this  life.  It  Is  ethical  rather  than  relig- 
ious. It  refers  matters  of  conduct  of 
every  moment  t*  all  sorts  of  defective 
human  Judgments,  and  one  Is  surprised 
to  find  a  pagan  sentiment  set  forth  aa 
embracing  the  whnie  law  and  the  pro- 
phets, and  for  the  final  decision  as  to 
the  rlghtn*wi  of  acts  twing  left  to  un- 
alde«  reason  by  a  Teaohar,  Hlm^lf 
d««m4K]  divine,  and  in  a  book  that  la 
held   lo  convey  divine   guidance  for   hu.

The  -picture  was  given  a  dla- 
tlnctly  martial  totich  by  the  presence 
of  nearly  ],*oo  aallors  and  soldiers  who 
lined  both  aides  of  the  entrance  to  the 
iMilldlngB  and  stood  in  massed  forma- 
tion before  the  ateps,  from  which  the 
Governor  took  the  salute  and  Premier 
Brewster  and  Sir  Charles  Tupper  spoke. 
The  ceremony  was  brief  and  dignified. 
In  addition  to  the  speeches  and  the 
presentation  of  the  military  awards. 
The  Recessional,  "O  Canada."  "Rule 
Britannia"  and  "God  Save  the  King" 
were  sung. 

About  sixty  prominent  citizens,  rep- 
resenting the  public  life,  clergy,  the 
army  and  navy,  and  other  organixatlons 
of  the  community,  stood  on  the  steps 
with  the  Governor  and  other  notables. 
Praaaler  Waa  Otelmuui 
The  Premier  acted  as  chairman.  "It 
is  singularly  fitting."  he  declared  at 
the  opening  of  his  address,  "that  wo 
should  commemorate  the  fact  that  our 
country  has  been  a  Dominion  fifty 
years.  There  are  a  few  here  today  who 
can  look  back  to  1887,  when  that  union 
was  given  birth.  There  are  not  a  few 
here  who,  1  trust,  will  live  io  remem- 
ber this  celebration  fifty  years  hence 
on  the  centenary  of  Confederation.  It 
is  but  right  that  we  should  remember 
today  that  the  unity  existing  between 
the  Provinces  has  enabled  us  to  show 
our  great  strength  in  the  making  of  a 
maRniflcent  response  to  the  call  of  the 
Motherland  at  this  time  of  crisis,  and 
that  we  have  at  this  time  some  of  the 
men  who  have  been  fighting  for  the 
Kmplre.  It  Is  peculiarly  satisfying  and 
gratifying  that  In  British  Columbia,  of 
all  the  Provinces  of  the  Dominion  which 
are  celebrating  this  *vent  today,  we  are 
to  have  the  distinguished  honor  of  a 
speech  from  a  son  of  one  of  the  Fathers 
of  Conrederation,  a  son  of  one  of  the 
men  who  leii  the  way  in  the  great 
movement  which  haa  resulted  in  the 
building  of  a  great  nation  6n  the  nOrth^ 
ern  portion  of  this  continent."  (Cheers.) 
Masterly  Oration 
Sir  Charlc«»  Tapper's  speech,  "Hall  to 
the  Day,"  was  masterly,  being  couched 
In  eloquent,  forceful,  vigorous  terms. 
It  breathed  the  sentiment  of  the  en- 
tire throng,  and  was  punctuated  with 
thunderous  applause  and  prolonged 
cheers.     He  said: 

"Countrymen,  I  keenly  appreciate  the 
tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  one 
of  the  Fathers  of  Confederation  in-  per- 
mitting me  to  address  you  on  this  oc- 
casion. We  meet  to  celebrate  a  great 
day  In  history,  to  consider  the  work  of 
the  fathers,  a  galaxy  of  British  North 
American  statesmen,  but  we  cannot  dls- 
a«(ioclate  from  them  names  Just  as 
glorious.  If  not  more  glorious;  the 
names  of  the  men  wjio  have  fought  for 
us  and  for  our  country;  the  men  who 
died  for  us  an^  for  our  country,  and 
the  men  who  are  ready  to  sacrifice  their 
lives  now  to  maintain  that  great  Do- 
minion mad«  by  the  Fathers  of  Con- 
federation    (Applause.) 

Qnotea  Joseph  Xowe 
"A  printer,  poet  and  statesman  in 
British  North  America  there  was  who 
long  ago,  before  Confederation,  spoke 
and  wrote  of  the  workers  who  had  done 
eo  much  to  carry  over  this  continent 
British  institutions.  British  ideals,  and 
these  lines  which  I  wish  to  read  to  you 
express  better  than  I  can  the  thoufht 
that  must  possess  you  In  regard  not 
only  to  the  men  who  have  created  Con- 
federation but  have  fought  to  maintain 
it.  Says  Joseph  Howe:

"The  idea  of  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald, 
as  he  expressed  it.  has  already  come 
about.  He  pictured  the  consolidation 
of  the  other  coloniea  of  the  Motherland 
— Australia,  South  Africa,  New  Zealand 
— and  he  pictured  then  an  extension  of 
auxiliary  nations,  all  under  one  sover- 
eign, all  enjoying  the  same  institutions, 
and  all  ready  in  time  of  danger  to  come 
to  the  common  rescue.  In  hla  own 
words,  he  prophesied  that  when  all 
these  became  co-nations,  having  one 
head,  being  one  people  with  one  inter- 
est; Kngland,  if  Europe  were  In  arms 
Against  her.  would  be  secure  with  the 
waves  rolling  about  her,  living  In  her 
children  and  her  children  blest  In 
her. 

"The  march  of  events  In  fifty  years 
has  been  astounding.  What  changes 
could  I  recount?  But  let  me  remind 
you  of  what  is  forgotten,  and  happily 
ao.  Standing  here  on  the  Pacific,  I  re- 
call  that  la  my  native  Province  and  in 
this  the  name  'Canadian'  was  at  one 
time  a  nam*  of  contempt.  That  is  true, 
and  yet  today,  fifty  years  having  rolled 
around,  what  prouder  name  Is  there 
than  the  name  'Canadian?' 
(Cheers.) 

Amerloaa  Ctoinradeshlp 

"One  of  the  chief  causes  of  Confeder- 
ation was  the  danger  of  war  with  the 
United  States,  our  congeners  to  the 
south  of  the  line.  What  do  we  see  to- 
day? We  see  Canadians  and  men  of 
the  United  States  comrades  in  arms 
fighting  for  the  grandest  of  causes. 
(Cheers.)  What  more,  ex-President  Taft 
lately  referred  to  the  quick  changes 
that  occur  in  history.  In  1910  a  Can- 
adian-born, Admiral  Sims,  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  navy,  speaking  from  his  heart 
and  with  a  knowledge  of  the  kinship 
of  both  peoples,  said  In  the  Guildhall: 
'If  the  time  ever  comes  that  the  Brit- 
ish Empire  is  seriously  menaced  by  an 
external  enemy.  It  Is  my  opinion  that 
you  may  count  on  every  man,  every  dol- 
lar and  every  drop  of  blood  of  your 
kindred  across  the  sea.'  (Applause.) 
For  that  Admiral  Sims  was  reprimand- 
ed by  President  Taft.  Taft  today  says 
that  Sims  was  right,  and  Sims  is  the 
first  admiral  to  be  in  command  of  a 
squadron  of  United  States  warships  In 
British  waters,  co-operating  with  the 
Imperial   Navy. 

"Nearly  everything  in  our  history  Is 
eummed  up  In  the  result  of  something 
already  done.  Today  we  have  the  right 
essentially  aa  a  nation  under  a  King 
to  speak  with  a  nation's  voice.  Prom 
South  Africa  you  have  the  Prime  Min- 
ister saying  that  it  Is  one  of  a  British 
commonwealth  of  nations,  or,  taking 
the  words  of  that  marvelous  and  splen- 
did Prime  Minister,  Lloyd  George 
(cheers),  one  of  the  autonomous  na- 
tions of  an  Imperial  commonwealth. 
What  a  responsibility!  Can  we  live  up 
to  it?  Can  we  behave  as  our*  fore- 
fathers behaved?  Can  we  carry  the 
spirit  of  optimism  further  on?  C^an  we 
round  out  all  these  men  prophesied, 
hoped  for  and  believed  in? 

Oreat  Ooaaolatloa 

"This  war  has  brought  Indescribable 
agony  to  many  a  heart,  but  on  a  day 
like  this,  there  is  great  consolation. 
The  Kipling  of  Canada,  if  I  may  so 
call  him.  Sir  Cllve  PhllUps-WoUey,  has 
put  In  words  the  sentiment  we  all  feel, 
when  he  says: 

"  'In  the  battle  smoke. 

Tried  In  war's  crucible,  washed  white 
in   tears. 

The  Saxon  heart  of  Greater  Britain 
woke. 

One  for  all  years. 

Lift  up  your  eyes.  Your  glory  Is  re- 
vealed. 

See,  through  war's  clouds,  the  rising 
of  your  sun! 

Hear  ye  God's  voice.  Their  testament 
is   sealed 

And  ye  be  one.' 

"We  are  told  that  the  principles  of 
democracy  are  at  stake  as  we  come  to 
our  fiftieth  year.  Well,  then,  this  pres- 
ent war  Is  essentlalll'  our  war,  for ' 
there  Is  no  so  free  democracy  on  the 
face  of  the  globe  as  this  of  ours  in 
Canada  today.  (Cheers.)  We  hear  of 
titles  of  nobility  and  there  is  much  dis- 
cussion as  to  whether  patents  of ,  no- 
bility are  suitable  to  a  country  such  as 
Canada.  But  whatever  opinion  be  held 
on  that,  from  one  ocean  to  another  of 
Canada  pay  honor  to  the  men  who  are 
fighting  for  us  by  land  or  sea,  and  I 
Include  In  that,  not  only  the  army. and 
navy,  but  the  merchantmen  wlv^e  cour- 
age cannot  be  excelled,  on  r  ^om  the 
people  of  the  Motherland  have  been  de- 
pending for  many  a  month.  (Applause.) 
"Be  Oanadlamr 

"What  of  the  future?  Well.  I  can 
almost  hear  the  echo  from  the  Atlantic, 
from  the  brave  lips  of  Captain  Smith 
as  he  went  down  on  the  Titanic*  on 
its  shore,  the  words  we  can  never  for- 
get: 'Be  British.'  (Cheers.)  Almost  In 
every  quarter  .^here  there  has  been 
fighting,  that  is  the  inspiration  of  men 
fronrv  the  Motherland  and  the  great 
colonial  confederation.  And  we  cap 
say  without  \anlty,  because  our  lads 
have  earned  the  right  for  us  to  say  It, 
that  synonymous  with  that  are  the 
words  'Be  Canadian!'     (CTheers.) 

"We  here  today.  In  loyalty  to  our 
land  and  Empire,  can  pledge  ourselves 
neither  to  flinch  nor  fall  until  we  have 
secured  peace  for  our  Empire,  peace  for 
the  world  and  happiness  for  the  chil- 
dren and  all  who  come  after  as,  that 
they  may  celebrate  as  great  a  day  fifty 
yearn  hence.  Unlte>l  we  stand,  for  Oo<| 
and  for  our  KInc."

Every 
corps  in  Victoria  was  included  in  the 
procession,  which  was  under  t^e  com- 
mand of  Lileut.-Col.  R.  Angus,  of  the 
Bth   Regiment.   C.G.A. 

Lining  up  at  the  new  Drill  Hall,  Bay 
Street,  at  9:30,  the  parade  left  for  the 
Parliament  Buildings  headed  hy  Col. 
Angua  and  the  band  of  the  Bth  Regi- 
ment. The  course  taken  waa  down 
Douglas  to  Fort,  then  on  to  Government 
and  finally  Belleville  Street.  The  forces 
marched  up  the  left  drive  of  tlie  en-  + 
trance  and  the  Governor  took  their 
salute  at  the  steps.*  The  Governor 
reached  the  buildings  punctually  at  10. 
accompanied  by  Mrs.  Barnard,  Mrs. 
Robin  ^unsmuir,  Mr.  H.  .1.  Muskett. 
his  secretary,  and  Major  Roger  Mon- 
tetth,  acting  as  military  aide. 
Paxade  1,000  ■trony 

The  troops  paraded  about  1,000  strong. 
In  the  following  order:  Band  of  the 
5th  Regiment,  two  companies  from 
H.M.S.  Lancaster  and  the  Royal  Can- 
adian Naval  Volunteer  Reserve;  a  de- 
tachment of  men  and  two  guns  of  the 
Divisional  Ammunition  Column  under 
Lieut.  Flnnlck;  the  Bth  Regiment,  under 
Major  H.  H.  Woollson;  about  a  hundred 
men  from  "J"  Casualty  Unit,  Military 
Hospitals  Commission  Command  (re- 
turned soldiers),  under  Capt.  Cromp- 
ton;  two  companies  of  the  88th  Vic- 
toria Fusiliers,  pipers  band  and  com- 
pany of  the  50th  Highlanders  of  Can- 
ada; the  'Army  Service  Corps,  under 
Major  Arthur  Small;  the  Army  Medical 
TTorps.  with  stretcher  bearers,  under 
Major  J.  S.  Macpherson;  cadets  of  the 
Lampson  Street,  Ksqulmalt  and  Cen.. 
tral  Schools.  The  returned  soldiers 
were  given  a  tremendous  ovation  as 
they  marched  past.  The  whole  parade 
was  In  service  uniform  and  In  rolumn 
of  fours  when  It  went  by  the  first  tlm* 
to  the  strains  of  "The  British  Grena- 
diers." It  returned  in  double  column 
and  the  men  were  grouped  before  the 
steps  to  take  their  ftart  In   the  service. 

Mr.  George  Smith,  a  veteran  of  the 
Crimea,  held  a  British  ensign  at  the 
saluting  point.  He  was  supported  by 
^^eet  Surgeon  Rolston.  R.N.,  and  Mr. 
George  Millet,  both  veterans  of  early 
wars. 

OoTenunr   AwarOe   Medals 

A  feature  of  the  ceremony,  was  the 
decoration  wifh  the  Distlnirulshed  Con- 
duct Medal  and  the  Military  Medal  to 
Company  Sergt. -Major  C  F.  Dawson, 
of  the  Tth  Battalion,  and  Pte.  P.  S. 
McKenzle.  lOth  Battalion.  The  presen- 
tation was  made  by  the  Governor  and 
after  receiving  their  medals  the  reclpi- 
ents  shook  hands  with  Mrs.  Barnard  and 
Brig.-General  R.  G.  E.  Leckie,  JT.M.O., 
the  General  Officer  Commanding,  in 
making  the  award,  the  Governor  ex* 
pressed  the  hope  that  the  men  would 
long  be  spared  to  wear  the  medals. 
General  l..eckie  read  the  offlcial  notes 
relative  to  the  act  for  which  the  honors 
were  won.  Sergt.-Major  Dawson  had 
won  It  fOr  taking  charge  of  his  company 
on  June  >,  191(.  and  leading  It  in  the 
face  of  certain  death  after  the  officer 
had  been  disabled.  He  later  was 
wounded  and  lay  where  he  fell  for  fif- 
teen hours,  later  rescuing  a  wounded 
comrade. 

Both  men  were  cheered  to  the  echo 
as  they  advanced  to  receive  the  medals.

The  following  resolution'  was  agreed 
upon  by  the  special  committee  of  six  at 
a  recent  meeting  of  the  Presbyteman 
General  Assembly,  relative  to  Church 
Union.  The  resolution  was  moved  by 
Sir  Robert  Falconer,  of  Toronto  and 
seconded  by  Rev.  W.  Leslie  Clay,  ot 
St.    Andrews    Presbyterian    Church,  Vic- 


toria: 


i'; 


1.  That  the  'Assembly  expreHK  Its 
sincere  syrppath'y  with  the  desire  coa- 
voyed  In  many  o(f  the  overtures  to  avoM 
disunion  amone  the  membership  ot 
our  own  Churcli",  and,  to  this  end.  earii- 
estly  urge  upon  our  people  that  debate 
and  organised  prnpnicandlsm  on  elthei 
Hide  be  dincontlnued  In  the  meantime, 
nnd  that  a  spirit  of  prayer  be  cul- 
tivated. 

2.  That,  InaMmuch  us  the  resolution 
of  the  iH.Ht  Annembly  sets  forth  that 
further  action  will  not  be  taken  until 
the  Hecond  .\ssembly  after  the  cloac  of 
the  war,  to  secure  peace  in  the  mean- 
time, the  Assembly  urges  that  contro- 
versy on  tho  matter  of  organic  union 
Uf-  dropped  by  all  parties;  that  no"  at- 
tempt be  nifl'Io  at  the  prenent  time  ti 
net  forth  in  detail  the  action  appropri- 
ale  to  H  future  period,  hut  that  the 
Chuch  patiently  await  the  new  light 
which  it  may  receive  by  Divine  guid- 
ance through  the  growing  experience  ot 
tho    people   nnd    the   lessons  of   the   war. 

.1.  That  the  work  of  the  TTnion  com- 
mittee for  this  period  be  confined  to  the

If  Jolly  oM  Baghdad  Is  really  any- 
thing like  the  representation  of  it  given

Even  the  most  cold-blooded  Westerner 
in  the  audience  ntust  have  succumbed 
to  the  Oriental  atmosphere,  sustained 
by  means  of  entrancing  music,  exquisite 
lighting  effects,  artistic  BCeni  sur- 
roundings amazing  costumes,  and  as  for 
the  Charming  and  beautiful  girls  that 
wore    them — Oh,    I    say! 

What  a  place  for  a  tired  business 
man.

read  even  a  Persian  newspaper,  amid 
all  the  delightfully  exciting  things  that 
are  continually  happing  In  Baghdad — 
that  Is — If  times  haven't  changed  sine* 
the  Caliph's  day?  It  would  keep  a  chap 
busy  getting;  to  meet  all  the  perfectly 
ripping  girls  he  would  want  to  know. 
But  what  a  place — Oh,  I  say!

After  all,  and  alas,  "The  Caliph  of 
Baghdad"  Is  only  a  play,  but — Oh,  1 
say! 

The  people  in  It  aren't  real  Persians — 
which  is  a  blessing — they  are  Just  na- 
tives of  Victoria,  but — Oh,  I  say!  As 
an  enthusiastic  spectator  was  heard  to 
remark  last  night:  "Wouldn't  It  be  per- 
fectly ripping  If  all  the  charming  girls, 
who  looked  so  topping  In  their  Oriental 
costumes,  could  wear  'em  every  day,  In- 
stead of  the  conventional  twentieth  cen- 
tury fashions  of  the  Westr*  Wouldn't 
It?     Oh  I  sayl 

There  w&s  Miss  Peggy  Pearce,  for  In- 
stance. In  the  flrwt  act  she  appeared  as 
a  slave  girl  and  later  as  a  bride,  with 
flimy,  floating  drapery  things,  and  white 
satin  trousers  and  pearl  do-funnies  in 
her  hair  and  the  Jolliest  little  blue  gold 
slippers  and — Oh,  I  say! 

As  for  the  play  Itself,  "The  Caliph  of 
Baghdad"  Is  a  tuneful  arrangement  of 
sparkling  lines,  delightful  songs  heauti- 
fully  orchestrated,  a  plot  that  overtaxes 
no  one's  brains,  pretty  and  appealing 
scenes,  a  little  love,  a  sprinkling  of 
kisses,  a  leaven  of  really  clever  comedy 
and  burlesque  melodrama,  all  In  the 
hands  of  some  of  the  city's  best  singers, 
best  actors  and  prettiest  girls — and 
there   you   are. 

Then  there  were  the  costumes — Oh, 
1    say! 

Floating  veils,  sparkley  head-dresses, 
embroidered  coats,  little  many-colored 
shoes  with  curley-pointed  toes,  but  the 
really  and  truly  Persian  pantaloons — 
Oh,    I    say! 

It  was  a  feast  of  color.  Whistler 
would  have  wept  with  Joy,  Sargent 
would  have  tried  to  reproduce  it  and 
then  burled  his  brushes,  nobo<ly  could 
describe  it.  With  no  two  costumes 
alike,  and  with  every  shade  imaginable 
Interwoven  it  was  a  chromatic  sym- 
pliony    without  a   Jarring   note.

Painted  but- 
terflies let  loose  in  a  Persian  gstrden — 
floating  rose  leavea  on  a  sea  of  gold — 
several  score  of  Victoria's  prettiest  and 
daintiest  girls  In  a  series  of  perfectly 
charming  and  utterly  delightful  dances, 
Any  one  of  the  three  describes  It  or  all 
three  together,  but  after  .ill,  the  lattei 
one   of   the   trio   Is   perhaps   the    best. 

Then  there  was  Miss  Pearre'«  en- 
trance through  a  great  Moorish  arch  as 
a    bride — f^h,    I    say! 

This  noted  as  the  Introduction  to  the 
grand  finnle:  but  she  doesn't  marry  the 
wicked,  .shocking  overdressed  Kasim. 
Oh,  dear  me,  no!  As  the  curtain  falls 
«he  slips  gracefully  Into  the  arms  of  the 
Caliph,  Just  as  everyone  knew  she 
would  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  act, 
and — Oh.    I   say! 

Last  night,  the  audience  never  failed 
to  takt!  full  advantage  of  every  oppor- 
tunity to  show  Its  delight  in  the  per- 
formance. The  enthusiasm  with  which 
the  play^^rs  on  the  stage  took  to  their 
ti:sk  soon  radiated,  and  from  the  rise 
of  the  curtain  on  the  first  act  until  im 
final  drop,  the  spectators  were  held  to 
a  high  pilch  of  excitement  and  wonder- 
ment as  to  what  delicious  mysteries 
the  streets  of  Baghdad  held  in  store. 
And  they  were  never  disappointed. 

In  spite  of  the  known  merit  of  the 
show,  there  w«re  some  among  last 
night's  audience  who  were  surprised  at 
the  large  atendance.  for  two  reasons 
the  first  being  that  it  was  h  hoiidnyi 
and  that  they  majority  of  theatregoers 
would  prol>ably  be  suying  at  home 
resting  tired  limbs  after  warm  and 
wearisome  Journeys  into  the  country. 
The  second  reason  was  that  the  tale 
would  be  enacttd  every  night  of  the 
week,  and  consequently  there  should  be 
no  special  hurry  In  seeing  It.  But  both 
these  suppositions  proved  to  be  fal- 
lacies.

ATTW^pasi  productions  hav«  had  the 
mark  of  excellence  firmly  Impreaaed  on 
them,  but  his  latest— Oh,  I  Miy!   »•

parta  as  though  they  were  orlirlnally 
Intended  to  walk  an^l  talk  on  Iha  streata 
of  Baghdad,  Juat  aa  they  do  In  tha  play 
and  aa  for  the  chonia— oh.   r  say! 

Aa  an  Itliiatratlon.  there  was  Mr.  Tf. 
3.  Davis,  who  probably  never  assumed 
a  role  more  suited  to  bis  temperamimt 
or  his  style  of  acting  than  that  of 
Kastn^  the  unnrper.  Mr.  R.  Koton  ta 
another  who  probably  wouM  thrtva  In

neriama  aoTer  failing  to  aToKe  a  laugh 
from  hia  audience.  Mr.  Clifford  Smith 
showed  himself  capable  of  putting  the 
dignity  and  heroic  paaslveneas  into  the 
title  role.  The  play  is  based  on  tha 
old  theme  of  how  the  real  prince  en- 
ters the  life  of  a  poor  slave  girl  Ig- 
norant of  hla  rank,  and.  after  boldly 
winning  her  affection  and  putting  to 
rout  all  otber  admirers,  la  put  to  tha 
pleasant  taak  of  announcing  who  he 
really  la;  then  to  live  happily  ever 
after. 

Mr.  James  Hunter  makes  an  admir- 
able Abdullah.  Deep-voiced  and  com- 
manding In  stature,  he  proves  to  b« 
steward  In  more  than  name  to  hla  frail. 
Impulsive   master,   Kaalm. 

Mrs.  D.  M.  McConnan,  as  Mashubah. 
Is  supposed  to  be  ugly,  but — Oh.  I  say! 
Ah  the  Jealous  wife  of  Kasim,  the 
caliph  preteqder,  she  Is  given  scope  to 
show  her  art  aa  an  emotional  actress, 
combined  with  the  quality  of  burlesque 
which  the  part  demands. 

MIhh  Peggy  Pearce,  however.  Is  the 
female  character  on  which  the  whole 
play  hinges,  and  in  the  role  of  Corra- 
llne,  an  Egyptian  slave  girl,  who  is  en- 
tranced by  the  rightful  caliph  and  who 
in  turn  brings  the  caliph  to  his  knees 
in  devotion  to  her,  she  Is  particularly 
happy,  playing  with  a  freeness  and  un- 
affected grace  that  Immediately  cap- 
tivated   her    auditors.

Local  Delegate  Returns  From 
Chicago,  Where  Huge  Gath- 
ering Voted  to  Assist  War 
With  "Men  and,  Money. 


Mr.  K.  R.  Carlow.  of  the  nrm  of  Wil- 
liam Dunford  ft  Son,  Ltd.,  has  Just  re- 
turned from  the  big  Modern  Woodmen 
of  America  convention  held  at  Chicago, 
111.,  from  June  19  to  June  23.  Inclusive. 
He  waa  the  only  delegate  from  Britlah 
Columbia,  there  being  only  four  dele- 
gatea    from    Canada    at    the    convention. 

Over  forty  thousand  Modern  Wood- 
men Journeyed  to  Chicago  to  attend  tha 
convention,  representing  varioua  Prov- 
inces and  States  on  the  continent  of 
North  America,  the  total  membership  of 
which   Is   1,250.000. 

Among  the  things  accompllahed  at 
the  convention  waa  to  impress  the 
United  States  Government'  with  tha 
splendid  military  organisation  which 
forms  part  of  the  society.  There  ar« 
80,000  uniformed  degree  teams.  33,000 
of  whom  visited  Chicago  and  paraded 
under  the  inspection  of  United  Statea 
army  officers.  The  siclety  has  oflfered 
the  services  of  the  entire  unit  to  the 
United  Sutes  Qovemment  for  use  in 
the  present  war. 

There  are  also  200,000  Woodmen  sub- 
ject to  draft  In  the  United  States.  The 
Modern  Woodmen  of  America,  being  the 
largest  fraternal  benencial  society  in  the 
world,  decided  to  attempt  the  biggest 
thing  ever  yet  accomplished  by  any  or- 
ganization since  the  beginning  of  t-he 
present    war. 

No  less  than  $16,000,000  was  provided 
by  legislation  passed  at  the  convention 
for  the  payment  in  full  of  all  insurance 
policies  held  by  any  member  who  might 
be  killed  in  the  present  war.  Through 
tTie  good  offices  of  Mr.  Carlow  in  be- 
half of  Canadian  members,  this  was  also 
made  to  apply  to  any  Canadian  member 
between  the  ages  of  17  and  45,  subject 
to  conscription,  who  may  Join  the 
forces,  and  It  was  also  made  to  apply 
to  members  of  the  Canadian  camps  who 
have  been  killed  during,  the  past  three 
years.^ 

Seventy-nve  thousand  dollars  was 
raised  at  the  convention  for  the  relief 
of  Woodmen  who  suffered  loss  through 
the  cyclones  in  Illinoia  and  Indiana  last 
month.  It  was  also  decided  to  enlarge 
the  sanitarium  at  Colorado  Springs, 
where  178  tuberculosis  patients  have 
been  continuously  treated.  The  Society 
maintains  this  institution  at  an  annual 
coat  of  $360,000  a  year  and  members  of 
the  organisation  are  treated  free. 

Two  congratulatory  messages  were 
received  from'  President  Wilson  during 
the  convention,  expressing  appreciation 
of  the  United  Statea  Oovernment  for  the 
splendid  patriotic  resolutions  adopted 
and  the  plans  which  the  society  had  laid 
for  helping  in  the  war.  On  the  read- 
ing of  the  President's  message  the  en- 
tire delegation  rose  to  its  feet  and 
amidst  the  waving  .of  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  and  the  Union  Jack,  sang  the 
stirring   National    Anthem.

"Unless  she  has  conscription,  Canada 
In  the  future  cannot  look  back  and  feel 
that  shte  did  her  full  duty  in  this  war," 
said  Sir  Charles  Ilibbert  Tupper,  K.C.,. 
to  The  Colonist  yesterday. 

"I  have  always  maintained  that  tha 
pop\ilar  demand  for  some  form  of  com- 
pulsory military  service  in  the  Domin- 
ion should  have  been  Implemented  long 
ago,"  continued  Sir  Charles.  "I  have 
no  doubt  that.  If  auch  a  law  was  put 
Into  effect,  the  tremendous  consensus  of 
opinion  throughout  the  country  in  favor 
of  the  measure  would  make  opposition 
in  any  serious  form  an  utter  impoaal- 
blllty. 

"The  talk  In  Quebec,  I  believe.  Is  a 
result,  not  of  the  sentiment  of  the  peo- 
ple of  that  Province  at  large,  but  of  a 
sma,ll  portion,  voiced  through  the 
mouths  of  agitators  who  never  had  any 
influence  in  peace  time,  and  who  should 
have   none  In   war. 

"So  part  of  the  world  Is  more  con- 
cerned in  the  rapid  and  successful 
prosecutlAi  of  the  war  than  Canada.  It 
means  everything  to  her.  The  nation's 
every  intereat  is  bound  up  in  the  con- 
flict. It,  therefore,  should  be  patent  to 
every  thinking  man  and  woman  that  tha 
country  should  ezerciae  Its  maximum  ot 
power.  If  there  remains  any  force  at 
Its  command  which  has  not  yet  beaa 
ufllUed  It  should  be  brought  Into  play, 
and  immediately.  Tha  one  great  wea- 
pon that  Is  Canada's  la  conscription,  aftd 
if  she  is  to  do  her  duty  to  herself,  to 
the  Empire,  and  to  the  world,  she  must 
use  It.

"It  iM  ahameful  that  with  tha  aplen- 
did  record  ahe  haa  already  achieved, 
apathy  in  Canada  ehould  be  even  aa- 
sumed. 

"Then,  again,  the  men  who  went  forth 
voluntarily  to  flght  for  the  caoae  of 
freedom,  their  homea.  and  the  country' 
lUelf.  arc  calling  out  for  aid.  They 
need  reinforcements.  That  moat  b«  ap- 
parent to  everyona  who  has  beeti  fol- 
lowing their  work  In  Ptanc*.  and  tha 
casualty  lists.  Our  record  as  a  nation, 
as  a  people.  Instead  of  being  white  as  It 
Is  today,  will  be  black  If  we  should  fail 
at  the  crisis  and  allow  thosa  gallant 
divlslona  In  France  to  be  abnlhllated 
for  want   of  support   from   homo." 

Asked  what  action  he  felt  tha  Ooram- 
ment  should  take  If  thare  proved  to  ht 
open  hoatilltjr  to  the  conscription  law, 
if  enforced,  8ir  Charlea  replied  that  ha 
bated  to  contemplate  trouble.  It  was 
his  l>cllef  that  when  compulsory  servlc* 
actually  became  the  law  of  the  land  all 
factions  would  unite  and  harmonise. 

"I  believe  that  there  is  no  more  law- 
abiding  secttoa  of  the  Dominion's  popu- 
Utlon  than  tke  habltaats  of  Qaebee."  he 
aaaerted.  "The  ehurolies  exerelee  m  tre- 
mendous Influenoe  In  Quebec^,  afd  so  at- 
tarhevl  tn  law  and  order  are  these 
churchMi  that  any  attempt  at  disobe- 
dience or  riot  would  be  bttt  faint- 
hearted.

Sir  Charles  was  emphatic  in  his  de- 
nunciation of  the  proposal  to  put  the 
Issue  before  the  people  in  the  form  ot 
a  referendum. 

"A  referendum  would  only  be  a  moans 
of  defeating  the  law,"  he  declared. 
While  so  many  of  the  country's  man- 
hood are  in  France  and  cannot  vote,  the 
thought  of  putting  a  referendum  before 
those  at  home,  many  of  them  slackers, 
would  be  ridiculous.  It  would  be  a 
crime  and  a  colossal  Injustice.  When 
a  burglar  enters  a  house,  the  family 
Isn't  asked  to  vote  as  to  whether  re- 
sistance should  be  offered  or  not.  A 
referendum  at  this  time  on  conscription 
would  amount  to  about  the  same  thing. 

"With  conscription  put  through.  I  be- 
lieve that  the  Liberal  trouble-makers 
will  gradually  fall  Into  line  with  the 
bulk  of  the  Conservatives.  The  meas- 
ure will  bring  about  a  better  spirit  in 
the  House  at  Ottawa.  Aa  to  the  pro- 
poaal  of  coalition,  I  would  say  that  if 
coalition  helped  in  1867,  when  the  coun- 
try was  at  peace,  but  under  the  shadow 
of  possible  war,  then  it  surely  should  be 
of  advantage  today,  when  we  are  at 
war. 

"We  should  do  all  we  can  to  abolish 
that  condition  which  makes  a  political 
party  responsible  for  the  count  i-y's 
mistakes  or  for  its  general  policy.  That 
should  be  the  country's  responsibility. 
And  1  am  glad  to  see  that  our  Prime 
Minister  recognises  that.  I  believe  that 
a  coalition  will  be  one  of  tho  outcomes 
of  the  enforcement  of  conscription.  I 
believe  that  Sir  Robert  Borden's  offer  to 
this  end  will  be  accepted,  and  the  two 
parties  will  go  hand  In  hand,  leading  a 
nation  that  will  be  twice  as  strong  as  it 
is  today.  The  people  are  sick  of  poli- 
tics. They  want  a  war  government, 
free  from  the  fetters  of  party  strife. 
Coalition   will  give  them  that."

At  the  meeting  of  the  Vancouver  Pro- 
portional RepreaenUtlon  Society.  hel4 
on  Friday  evening,  a  practical  demon- 
stratlon  of  the  method  of  votlns  and 
counting  ballota  under  "P.  R."  rulea  waa 
given  by  Dr.  T,  P.  Hall,  vice-president. 

The  audience  was  given  the  privilege 
of  voting  at  an  imaginary  electlaa  at 
which  five  candidates  ware  to  be  elected 
to  an  Imaginary  leglalature  from  giUisId 
of  ten.  of  whom  three  were  Lllgyiral. 
three  Conservative,  two  Laberltea  and 
two  Soolallsts.  Ballota  were  distributsd 
and  fnarked,  each  voter  plaoing  the  fig- 
ure 1  opposite  the  name  of  hla  first 
choice  the  figure  1  opposite  the  name  of 
his  second  choice,  and  so  oa.  thus  ex- 
pressiag  as  many  choices  as  he  desired. 
Many  ballots  showed  sixtll,  seventh, 
eighth   and   ninth  choices. 

Woman  suffrage  waa  given  a  ekamce

How  do  the  Canadian  women  of  ldl7 
differ  from  those  of  1867,  and  what  are 
the  duties  that  await  them?  Theee  are 
questions  It  is  important  that  we  should 
all  answer. 

Perhaps  in  the  West  life  has  been 
easier  and  we  are  Inclined  to  imagine 
that  the  fibre  of  womanhood  has  slack- 
ened somewhat. 

Yet  Kirls  and  young  women  are  show- 
ing a  self-reliance  and  a  sense  of  re- 
sponsibility scarcely  exceeded  since  the 
days  when  the  ancestors  of  aome  of 
them  landed  in  the  green  woods  of  the 
Atlantic  Coast,  or  found  their  way  iftto 
the  wilderness  across  the  borders  of 
the  newly-formed  United  States  of 
America.       _^/ 

In  thousands  of  homes,  sisters  have 
quietly  taken  the  places  of  the  brothers 
who  have  answered  their  country's  call. 


eyes  to  see.  Almost  harder  is  the  lot 
of  the  mother  with  a  large  family  to 
plan  for  and  control.  If,  from  time  to 
time,  we  hear  that  one  of  these  has 
failed,  we  grow  indignant.  Do  we  stop 
to  think  how  many  are  succeeding?  Who 
except  the  mother  herself  can  tell,  as 
the  weary  months  roll  on,  how  grave 
and  how  unexpected  are  the  problems 
to  be  faced?  It  is  true,  that  so  far, 
poverty  has  not  been  one  of  these.  Yet, 
widows  whose  pensions  ore  not  sufll- 
cient  to  their  needs,  have  sought  and 
found  employment  Wives  whose  hus- 
bands have  been  discharged  invalided, 
have  not  hesitated  to  Uke  the  place  of 
bread  winners^ 

The  pioneer  wife  had  the  comfort  and 
the  counsel  of  the  husband,  who  was 
never  far  from  her  aide.  Her  trials 
were  many,  and  she  often  suffered  from 
privations,  but  the  burden  shared  was 
more  easily  borne.  Many  women  today 
must  bear  their  sorrow  in  a  loneliness 
for  which  no  material  well-being  can 
compensate.  Surely  the  young  woman- 
hood of  our  time  shows  promise  for  the 
future. 

The  years  have  brought  respenstbil- 
ities  for  which  many  Canadian  women 
were  not  prepared.  Into  our  hands  in 
this  and  many  other  Provinces  has  been 
placed  the  power  of  the  ballot.  It  Is 
the  duty  of  all  to  help  in  making  the 
laws  by  which  we,  as  a  free  people,  are 
governed.  A  few,  perhapa.  as  time  goes 
on,  win  do  this  directly  by  their  votes 
in  the  Legislature.  All,  by  choosing 
legislators,  take  their  part  indirectly. 
The  burden  laid  upon  us  is  no  light  one. 
Into  -public  life  In  Canada  corruption 
in  many  forms  haa  come.  In  every  Prov- 
ince men  have  entered  the  Legislature 
in  order  to  bencflt  themselves  rather 
than  honestly  to  do  the  business  of  the 
country.     Our  own  is  no  exception. 

Are  women  more  unselfish  than  the 
husbands  and  brothers  who  have  hither- 
to carried  along  unaided  the  business  of 
legislation?  Unless  in  the  choice  of 
legislators  every  elector  looks  to  the 
public  good  and  not  to  individual  ad- 
vancement, >  reform  will  be  hindered. 
There  are  already  signs  that  women 
hope  to  profit  by  their  admission  into 
the  political  world.  If  to  those  that 
seek  the  spoils  of  office  women  are  add- 
ed, and  if  the  bitternesses,  the  jealousies 
and  the  ambitions  that  now  exist  among 
men,  extend  to  women,  only  harm  will 
havs  been  done. 

But  If,  refusinS:  to  believ*  the  false 
doctrine  that  all  politicians  are  corrupt, 
women  voters  choose  good  and  able  men 
to  represent  them,  the  business  of  the 
Province  will  be  better  done  than  ever 
before.  A  recent  writer  has  said,  "The 
great  problem  of  civilisation  is  the  crea- 
tion of  citlaens;  that  is,  of  people  who 
are  dominated  by  the  Ideal  of  general 
welfare,  who  will  sink  private  desire 
and  work  harmoniously  with  their  fel- 
low cttisens  for  the  highest  good  of 
their  race."  The  woman  who  marks  her 
ballot  with  this  thought  In  mind  will 
help  to  make  the  future  Canada  greater 
than  that  of  the  past. 

It  Js  not  to  bo  forgotten,  however, 
that  from  the  home  springs  the  foun- 
tain of  public  virtue.  Unless  in  the 
little  community  of  father,  mother  and 
children  there  Is  Justice  snd  goodwill, 
purity,  truth  and  righteousness,  a  great 
state  can  neither  arise  nor  endure. 
Canada  has  hitherto  prospered  in  pro- 
portion as  Its  homes  sent  forth  good 
men  and  women  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  its  first  home  builders.  In  the 
strength,  the  purity  and  the  love  of  its 
women  is  the  hope  for  the  future,  not 
only  of  the  home,  but  of  the  state. 


tor  in  the  conduct  of  my  houaebold.  in 
BO  far  aa  my  circumstances  permit." 

In  this  big  society  there  are  no  fees 
or  dues.  Its  aims  are  specific  and  are 
grouped  under  six  heads.  These  are: 
1,  To  eave  wheat;  i.  to  save  meat;  3, 
to  anve  fats,  especially  butter  tlard  but- 
ter and  other  pork  product*  are  to  be 
used  as  subatltutaa);  4,  increasing  use 
vegetables:  5,  to  save  transportation;  S, 
to  enforce  the  gospel  of  the  clean  plate 
(in  order  to  do  this,  smaller  portions 
must   be  served). 

The  forms  supplied  specify  how  many 
members  are  in  the  family,  and  what 
are  the  food^  reaoureee  in  gaMea  or 
farm.  The  ahleld  of  the  United  Statoe. 
surmounted  by  wheat  stallia.  Is  the 
badge  of  this  society.  Among  many 
things  told  the  women  is  tiMt  they  con- 
trol 90  per  cent  of  the  food  used  la  the 
country,  and  that  savings  that  oould  be 
made  without  in  the  leaat  injuring  any 
individual  would  aid  very  materially  in 
feeding  the  armiea  and  the  people  of  the 
Allied  Countries. 

Not  only  Mr.  Hoover,  but  many  pnc- 
tical  men  in  a  poaitloa  to  iudge,  say 
scarcity  of  food  in  the  coming  year  is 
Inevitable  and  that  want  caa  only  be 
averted  by  strict  economy.  Whether  or 
not  this  is  the  truth,  no '  woman  ahould 
be  so  fooliab  as  to  act  aa  If  there  were 
no  danger.  Waste  was  always  wrong, 
now  it  is  criminal  folly.  If  the  fore- 
casts should  be  wrong,  the  world  will  be 
the  better  for  having  food  on  hand.  If 
they  are  right,  the  saving  of  food  will 
prevent  starvatioa.

It  was 
written  on  the  last  ul^iii  ui  uui  ..n  i  < 
a  friend,  a  young  girl,  who  had'  form«>1 
the  dangerous  habit  of  taking  drugs. 
The  letter  was  written  on  the  nth  of 
October.  1915,  and  iU  spirit  of  love 
and  faith  and  self-forgetfulness  can- 
not fall  to  touch  all  hearts: 

"My  dear  Qlrl,— How  slmll  I  write 
you  this  last  day?  Standing  where  I 
stand  now,  the  world  looks  already  far 
away.  I  worried  *  about  yon  a  great 
deal  at  first,  but  I  know  Ood  will  do 
for  you  abundantly  above  all  that  I  can 
ssk  or  think,  and  He  loves  yon  so  mueh 
better  than  I  do.  I  do  earnestly  be- 
seech you  to  try  and  live  as  I  would 
have  had  you  live.  Nothing  matters 
when  one  comes  to  this  last  hour  hut  a 
clear  conscience  before  Ood,  and  life 
looks  80  wasted  and  full  of  wrong- 
doing and  things  left  undone. 

"You  have  helped  me  often,  my  dear, 
and  In  ways  you  little  dreamed  of,  and 
I  have  remembered  our  hagpy  holidays 
with  mother  and  many  small  pleasures. 
I  want  you  to  go  to  England  at  once 
now  and  ask  ....  to  put  you  where 
you  can  toe  cured.  Don't  mind  how 
hard  It  is,  do  It  for  my  sake,  and  then 
try  and  find  something  useful  to  do, 
something  to  make  you  forget  yourself 
while  making  othera  happy. 

"If  Ood  permits  I  shall  still  watch 
over  you  and  love  you,  and  then  wait 
for  you  on  the  other  side.  Be  sure  to 
get  ready  for  then.  I  want  you  to  know 
I  was  neither  afraid  nor  unhappy,  but 
quite  ready  to  give  my  life  for  Eng- 
land. 

"I  am  sending  you  my  wrist-watch 
by  Mr.  Graham  because  it  was  always  I 
with  me  and  I  know  yon  will  like  to  | 
wear  It.  I  shall  pray  Ood  for  you  at 
the  last  that  He  will  keep  you  in  His 
tender  care.  Forgive  me  that  I  have 
been  severe  sometimes;  It  has  been  a 
great  grief  to  me  to  remember  it  I 
think  I  was  too  anxious  about  you  this 
last  year  and  that  was  why.  I  am  sure 
you  will  forget  it  now  and  only  remem- 
ber that  I  loved  you  and  love  you  atlll.

Perhaps..none  of  us  quite  believe  that 
the  time  will  come  when  our  meals  will 
be  regulated  by  the  state.  We  read  of  ! 
regulations  in  Oermany,  and  of  ration- 
ing advised  in  Oreat  Britain,  but  the 
possibility  of  Interference  with  our 
freedom  of  choice  and  action  in  our  own 
countr.-,  much  less  our  own  city,  has 
not  been  reallced. 

And  yet,  we  have  only  to  look  across 
the  border  and  see  what  is  being  done 
there,  to  realise  the  gravity  of  the  prob- 
lem that  coixfronts  this  ?forth  American 
continent. 

The  task  of  conserving  the  food  sap- 
ply  of  the  United  SUtes  has.  ae  every 
one  knows,  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
Herbert  Hoovw,  who,  early  in  the  war, 
discovered  a  way  of  feeding  the  people 
of  Belgium  and.  later,  of  the  parts  of 
Prance  held  by  the  Germans. 

Mr.  Hoover  has  not  yet  received  from 
the  government  all  the  power  ho  ro- 
qulres   to  carry  oat   his  plans.     In  the 


Vood  Bcoaomy 
Mr.  H.  C.  Hoover,  In  the  tJnited 
Slates,  and  Mr.  W.  J.  Hanna,  in  Canada, 
have  undertaken  to  regulate  the  food 
supply  of  North  America  while  the  war 
lasts.  So  far.  Mr.  Hanna  has  not  had 
an  opportunity  of  addressing  the  people, 
but  Mr.  Hoover  has  shewn  that  he  be- 
lieves the  women  have  great  power  to 
help  or  hinder  in  the  task  he  has  un- 
dertaken. In  an  address  to  the  wo- 
men's committee  of  National  Defence, 
Mr.  Hoover  said,  among  other  things: 
"If  we  could  do  away  with  our  fourth 
meal,  we  would  save  enough  to  feed 
400,000,000  people.  But  we  cannot  do 
this  by  sumptnai^  legislation  in  this 
country.  Wo  have  to  be  practical.  This 
Is  a  striking  example  of  how  we  can 
accomplish  the  biggest  work  by  public 
opinion  snd  for  that  we  call  upon  you 
women.     It  Is  In  your  hands. 

"Food  control  Is  a  necessity  today, 
owing  to  two  causes — the  extra  need 
of  our  Allies  and  the  Impact  of  war 
upon  our  own  commercial  fabric.  Our 
Allies  will  be  In  great  need,  becauae 
they  are  cut  off  from  their  normal 
food  sources;  because  of  Argentina's 
enyi>argo,  because  of  failure  of  their 
Winter  whoat  crop,  because  of  with- 
drawing thirty  to  forty  mUllons  of  men 
from  production.     The  European  women

ITALY  ORDERS  WiD 


Gives  New  Shipbuilders  Con- 
tracts for  Two  Motorships 
— U.  S.  Now  Building  for 
Several  Allied  Nations. 


SKATTLE,  July  a.-^Second  foreign 
Qovernroent  to  come  to  Seattle  for  big 
caigo  ships,  the  Italian  Cabinet  is  hav- 
ing two  big  wooden  hull  full-powered 
ocean-going  motorablpa  built  In  the  new 
Meadow  Point  plant  of  the  Sandstrom 
Shipbuilding  Company. 

The  contraota  were  awarded  to  the 
Sandstrom  Company  aome  time  ago  and 
the  keels  are  now  being  laid.  Newa  of 
the  contracts  waa  withheld  until  last 
night.  '' 

m  addition,  the  Sandstrom  Company 
yesterday  algned  contracts  for  two  Nor- 
wegian ships,  giving  It  a  total  of  more 
than   11,600,000    In    contracts. 

Several  weeks  ago  the  French  Qov- 
ernment  placed  contracts  for  six  aux- 
iliary-powered wooden  schooners  with 
the  Washington  Shipping  Corporation, 
which  builds  Its  ships  In  the  Harbor 
Island  plant  of  the  Puget  Sound  Bridge 
^  Dredging  Company. 

The  two  Italian  ahipa  will'  be  powered 
with  aeml-diesel  engines.  Each  vessel 
win  be  280  feet  long  with  a  beam  of  44 
feet  and  a  molded  depth  of  28  feet. 
'  For  tbe  present  at  least  no  other  de- 
tails regarding  the  Italian  contracto 
are  available.  Fuller  details  win  be 
obtainable  when  the  Italian  Government 
cnmpletes  Its  plans  for  building  ship* 
in  Seattle  and  vicinity. 

The  two  additional  contracts  signed 
by  the  Sandatrom  Company  are  for  pri- 
vate Norwegian  Interestb.  The  con- 
tracts call  for  two  auxlllary-p<»Wered 
wooden  schooners.  They  will  be  equip- 
ped with  seml-dleael  engines,  but  as  In- 
dicated by  their  claanlflcatlon  will  also 
have  sails.  The  Italian  vessels,  on  the 
contrary,  are  to  be  genuine  motorshipn, 
relying  altogether  on  their  seml-dlesel 
engines.  They  will  have  cariro  masts. 
.  Organised  several  months  ago,  the 
Ssndstrom  Shipbuilding  Compao}'  la  one 
of  the  new  entrants  In  the  wooden  ship- 
building induktry  In  Seattle.  Its  Men- 
dow  Point  aite  consists  of  8^  acre^, 
with  a  water-frontage  of  1,000  feet. 
With  the  aalt  water  in  front  and  the 
tracks  of  the  Oreat  Northern  Railroad 
behind,  the  plant  has  an  Ideal  location. 
A  molding  loft,  120  by  60  feet  was  com- 
pleted recently.  In  addition,  a  big  saw- 
mill plant  haa  been  erected  and  equip- 
ped with  most  of  its  machinery. 

The  plant  haa  ample  room  for  ten 
building  ways,  and  if  necessary  could 
even  build  two  more.  For  the  pri}Menl 
It  will  operate  with  four  ways,  two  for 
the  Italian  Oovernment's  ships  and  two 
for  the  Norwegian  ships.  The  kpeln 
of  the  latter  will  be  laid  the  coming 
week.

Steamship  and  Railway  Com- 
panies Handle  Immense 
Crowds — ^^Many  Outing  Par- 
ties and  School  Picnics. 


MARINE  NOTES 


The  Border  Line  steamer  Northland, 
which  sank  at  Kake,  Alaska,  a  year  ago, 
and  waa  recently  rataed  after  much  dif- 
ficulty by  a  Vancouver  salvage  com- 
pany, seems  to  have  l>ecome  an  ill-fated 
c»ft.  After  the  vesAel  had  been  raised, 
pu>hped  dry,  and  taken  to  her  pier  at 
Kake.  a  workman  entered  the  hold  of 
the  little  steamer  with  a  lighted  lan- 
tern, which  caused  a  terrific  explosion 
of  gas,  formed  from  crude  oil,  and  set 
fire  to  the  boat.  The  boat  w»s  In  flames 
from  stem  to  stem,  and  the  crew  had 
to  nil  her  with  water.  Four  men  were 
Injured. 

The  United  Statea  barkentlne  Jane  L. 
Stanford,  Capt.  Peteraen,  with  a  full 
load  of  lumber  taken  on  at  Vancouver, 
oonsignad  to  Port  Natal,  waa  obliged  to 
tie  up  at  the  outer  wharf  to  effect  re- 
pairs to  her  port  anchor  winch.  The 
veaael  waa  being  towed  to  the  Royal 
Roada  by  the  tug  Hea  Oiili  when  It  was 
discovered  that  the  repaira  would  b« 
nereaaary  before  putting  to  aea.  Whan 
this  Is  done  and  -m.  full  crew  algned  on, 
the  vsiteel   will  leave  for  South  Africa. 

R.  R.  O.  Cbisholm,  special  represen- 
tative of  the  Brltlah  MInlatry  o<  Ship- 
ping,  and  T.  H.  Ruaaell.  representing 
the  Impsiial  Munitions  Board,  have

VANCOUVER,  July  3.— The  Board  ot 
Trade  delegation  to  Ottawa  took  up  the 
matter  of  pilotage  charges  and  sugirest- 
ed  to  tbe  Government  that  the  pilots 
of  Vancouver,  Victoria,  New  Weatmln- 
rter.  and  Nanalmo  should  be  placed  In 
the  Oovernment  service  on  a  stated  aal- 
ary  and  that  the  charges  ahould  be  re- 
duced 60  per  cent.  The  delegation  was 
Informed  that  thIa  move  waa  contem- 
plated by  the  Oovsmment,  but  under 
the  Canada  Shipping  Act  It  could  only 
l>e  don^  under  the  exiating  legislation, 
with  the  conaent  ef  the  boards  at  each 
of  the  porta^amed.  All  except  Victoria

M.  P..  thIa  msmlng.  wired  the 
nn*rd  of  Trade  auggestlng  that  body 
ehould  press  for  a  reditctlon  of  the 
cbaf— a  to  half  «•«  lOMptrary  rallat.

The  I::nglneering  and  Mining  Journal, 
New  York,  which  la  probably  the  moat 
widely  circulated  mining  Journal  pub- 
lished In  tha  £ngllsh  language,  makea  a 
faaturo  every  week  of  "Photographs 
fr^m  the  Maid."  In  Ita  lasue  of  June 
16.  It  had  four  pages  of  views  of  the 
Uraaby  Coaaolidated  Company's  sdselt- 
Ing  works  at  Anyox,  Observatory  Inlet, 
and  near  by  Hidden  Creek  copper  mine, 
the  photographs  of  which  were  sent  to 
New  York  by  K.  Jaeobs,  of  Victoria. 

In  March  last,  there  was  received  at 
the  ConaoUdated  Mining  aad  Bmeltlng 
Company'a  smelting  works  at  Trail  a 
carload  of  ore  from  the  Maady  Mining 
Company,  which  Is  opening  a  mining 
property  In  the  new  fleld  of  Northern 
Manitoba,  north  of  Le  Pas.  Two  or 
three  weeks  later  another  carload  of  ore 
was  received,  the  oonslgaor  having  baaa 
another  company  operating  in  the  same 
part  of  the  Dominion.  Concerning  the 
latter.  It  Is  learned  from  an  Aroerlcaa 
mining  journal  that  "the  Northern 
Manitoba  Mining  and  Development  Co. 
recently  shipped  a  carload  of  67,000  lbs. 
of  gold-bearing  quaru  to  Trail,  British 
Columbia.  The  returns  for  tha  car 
were  92.32S  In  gold,  an  average  of  981.63 
a  ton.  The  company  is  purely  a  local 
concern,'  the  orgaatsars  belag  well 
known  englnaers  and  mining  men." 
Otaroi^to  Mi  latportaat  Mtaaral 

While  chromlte  is  not  produced  cora- 
marcUUy  in  British  Columbia,  inquiries 
have  been  received  relative  to  this  mln. 
eral.  Recently  there  was  publiabod  by 
the  United  Htatea  Geological  Survey  a 
seriea  of  bulletins  on  "Our  Mineral  Sup- 
plies," prepared  by  members  of  its  staff. 
For  the  Information  of  those  .interested 
in  the  subject,  that  on  Chromlte,  by 
Mr.  J.  8.  Diller,  is  here  reprinted: 

The  importance  of  chromlte  as  a  war 
supply  in  the  manufacture  of  armor 
plate,  armor-piercing  projectiles,  atel- 
llte  for  high-speed  tools,  and  automo. 
bile  and  other  special  steels  can  scarce- 
ly be  overestimated,  fortunately  for 
users  of  chromlte  the  foreign  deposits, 
which  at  the  beginning  of  the  Kuroi>ean 
war  -w«r«  tba  cblaf  aourcaa  of  the 
world's  supply,  are  not  wholly  within 
the  war  arena,  so  that  production  of 
chromlte  haa  not  only  continued  but  has 
expanded  without  interruption  to  meet 
the  demands  superimposed  by  the  war. 
The  chief  sources  of  supply  for  the 
United  States  during  the  last  few  years 
have  been  Rhodesia.  New  Caledonia. 
Turkey   and   Or^e. 

Kmbargoes  were  placed  on  the  ahip- 
ment  of  chrome  ore  from  some  of  tha 
prlaolpal  sources,  and  it  was  feared  by 
some  that  the  supply  for  tha  Ualtfd 
States  would  be  cut  off,  but  after  the 
producers  received  a  guaranty  that  tha 
ore  would  not  be  reshtpped  to  enemy 
belligerents  the  imports  greatly  Increas- 
ed, especially  those  from  Rhodiviia,  New 
Caledonia,  and  Canada,  though  those 
from  Greece  have  declined  slightly  and 
tkoae  from  Turkey  have  entirely  ceased. 

(Note.-^The  table  referred  to  ahows 
the  Chromic  Iron  imported  Into  tha 
United  States,  1913-1916,  in  long  tons, 
the  statistics  having  been  supplied  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Com- 
merce. Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Ooroostlc 
Commerce.  The  Imports  from  Canada 
were:  In  1918.  nil;  1914,  633  tons;  1916. 
10,087  tons;  1916,  10,980  tons.  Tha  total 
imports  from  all  countries  were;  In 
1913,  49,772  tons;  1914,  74,616  tons;  1916, 
76.466  tons:  1916,  114,666  tons.  The 
larger  sources  of  supply  in  1916  were: 
Portugese  Africa,  38,860  tons;  French 
Oceana.  S0.860  tons;  British  South  Af- 
rica, 23,000  tons;  and  Canada,  10,980 
tons.  The  chromic  iron  produced  and 
sold  in  the  United  States  In  1916  was 
estimated  at  40,000  long  tons,  as  com- 
pared with  266  tons  in  1913.)

The  greatly  increaaod  trade,  espoclal- 
ly  in  steel,  and  the  consequently  larger 
demand  for  chromlte,  have  stimulated 
the  search  for  it  in  the  United  SUtes. 
as  showA  by  the  tenfold  increase  in  pro- 
duction. On  the  Atlantic  'coast  and  in 
Wyoming,  there  has  been  only  a  small 
production,  but  in  the  Paclflc  Coast 
SUtea,  especially  California,  th«  ad- 
vance In  the  output  has  been  remark- 
able. Maryland,  Wyoming  and  Wash- 
ington, with  one  prfiducer  in  each  state, 
made  an  aggregate  output  of  800  long 
tons  in  1016;  in  Oregon  the  production 
was  3,000  tons:  in  Callfornia«it  was  not 
less  than   40.000   tons. 

It  is  evident  that  for  some  time  to 
come  California  will  furnish  the  chief 
domestic  supply.  With  a  lively  demand 
and  good  prices,  bodies  of  ore  farther 
from  lines  of  transportation  will  be 
workad.  The  production  from  some  de- 
posits in  1917  Is  expected  to  exceed 
that  of  1916,  but  that  the  total  output 
of  the  State  will  be  Increased  Is  not  eer- 
tain.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  some 
counties — Del  Norte,  for  instance— 
which  produced  n6  chromlte  in  1916,  win 
prodbce  much  In  1917  on  account  of  bet- 
ter transportation  facilities,  both  by 
land  and  sea. 

OteMBtta  la  OaUferaU  aad  Oraf«« 

There  are  two  main  belts  of  produc- 
tion In  California — one  in  the  Klamath 
Mountains  and  Coast  Range  from  Sis- 
klyoii  County  Hy  San  Obispo  County,  and 
the  other  In  the  Sierra  Nevada  from 
Plumas  County  to  Tulare  County.  The 
larger  output  has  come  from  the  Kla- 
math Mountains,  because  the  ore  bodies 
there  are  larger  and  railway  transporta- 
tion ia  mori^  convenient,  features  whloh 
will  continue  to  maka  it  for  yeara  an 
important  producing  region. 

The  production  In  Oregon  in  increas- 
ing in  both  the  Klamath  and  Blue  Moun- 
tains. The  ores  west  of  Riddle  are  the 
rlcheat  yet  mined  In  the  State:  in  some 
places  they  run  as  high  aa  66  per  cent 
chromic  oxide,  and  much  of  the  ore 
contains  about  60  per  cent.  Most  of  the 
Orogon  ore,  however,  like  that  of  Cali- 
fornia, averages  about  40  per  cent  of 
chromic  oxide,  and  ol'e  of  that  grade  la 
commonly  the  \^sls  of  sale.  The  ore 
genernlly  contains  38  to  45  per  cent 
chromic  oxldo.  6  to  •  p«r  cent  silica, 
and  17  to  26  per  cent  alumina. 

Tho  largest  ore  body  and  producing 
mine  thus  far  developed  In  Oregon  Is 
owned  and  operated  by  Collard  ft  Moore. 
near  Holland,  about  20  miles  southeast 
of  Karby,  In  Josephine  County.  Much 
of  tha  ore  may  be  Improved  by  eonoen- 
tration,  and  a  plant  of  99-ton  capacity 
for  that  purpose  is  nearly  completed. 
It  la  claimed  that  the  ore  can  bo  con- 
oontratod  to  a  content  »f  91  per  cent 
chromic  oxide.

It  wilt  meaM  maeh  for  tho 
chrome  Industry  of  the  Paeiflr  Coast, 
and  will  enlarge  Its  poaalMllttee  to  moot 
war  demands.  Tha  diflloulty  with  mach 
of  the  chrome  ore  of  the  Paclflc  Coast 
has  been  Its  low  grade  and  Ita  great  dis- 
tance from  tba  principal  marketa.  Ths 
loW-grodo  oro,  runnia*  29  to  49  p«r 
coat  olirwnti)  oxide,  amy  bo  usad  to 
advantage  clilofly  for  metgllurgic  pur- 
man>Is — for  fumao  !Inlng  and  la  tha 
manufacture  of  chrome  brick  and 
chrome  steel,  for  example — end  by  far 
tho  greater  part  of  tho  Oa'Ifemtai  out- 
put Is  t  ring  so  used.  For  chemical  pur- 
roses,  however,  ore  of  Mgher  grade  U 
doalrabte.  If  not  eiacntlal.  Th^  eenem- 
tratlon  of  the  ore  would  glva  it  %  wUUr 


market  and  increaao^  Its  value  and  the 
demand  tor' H.  Without  concentrution 
the  PaclHc  Coast  depoaits  can  not  fur- 
nish a  dependable  suffply  of  bigh-grado 
chrome  oo«.  but  with  auoceasfui  concen- 
tration lodustrtea  baaed  oa  high-grade 
ore  may  be  attracted  to  the  Coast.  The 
Sawyer  Tanniag  Co^  whose  plant  waa 
recently  established  on  tidewater  at 
Napa.  Cal..  has  had  great  difficulty  in 
obtaia^iag  sufllclent  high-grade  ore  for 
Its  owa  use. 

Coaooateatlac  Blaofc  Saad 

T.  W.  Oruetter  has  recently  esiabltsh* 
ed  at  Kerby,  Oregon,  a  custom  plant  for 
concentrating  black  sand  to  win  its  gold 
and  platinum.  The  black  sand  of  the 
Klamath  Mountains  usually  conuins  a 
considerable  amount  of  chromlte.  and  it 
is  believed  that  by  adding-  magnetic 
aeparatora  to  Oruetter's  plant  to  remove 
the  other  minerala  from  the  tailing  suf- 
flcient  chromlte  may  be  obtained  from 
the'^^Mgck  sand  in  chromiferous  serpen- 
tine ar*^  to  make  the  operation  finan- 
cially auccessful.  The  process  will  evi- 
dently yield  a  high  grade  of  chrome  ore, 
which  may  be  suitable  for  special  uses. 

The  relation  of  theae  exi>eriments  in 
concentration  to  the  whole  problem  of 
obtaining  high-grade  chrome  ore  on  the 
Paclflc  Coast  will  l>e  better  understood 
when  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
by  the  disintegration  and  washing  away 
of  tho  weathered  serpentine  (an  Intru- 
alve  igneus  rock  in  which  practically  all 
the  chromlte  depoalta  occur)  the  heavy 
grains  of  chromlte  are  left  behind,  and, 
consequently  the  soil  or  surface  wash 
In  the  watercourses  of  serpentine  areas 
becomes  enriched  by  the  accumulation 
of  residual  chromlte.  Chromlte  boulders 
and  aand  ajre,  therefore,  as  a  rule,  more 
abundant  in  the  surface 'soli  thnn  in  the 
solid  serpentine  beneath.  Many  proa- 
poctora  who  flnd  boulders  of  chromlte 
on  the  surface  feel  confident  that  there 
is  a  large  body  of  chromlte  beneath,  but 
a  few  ahallow  prospect  holes  usually 
prove  that  the  occurrence  consists 
•imply  of  surface  aoll  enriched  by  resi- 
dual chromlte  and  disuppointmeni  re- 
sulli. ^_ :

The  prices  of  chromlte  in  California 
on  the  basis  of  40  per  cent  ciiromic 
oxldo  ranged  in  1916  from  %\i  a  ton 
f.o.b.  early  in  the  season  to  |20  toward 
the  end  of  the  year.  To  this  must  be 
added  for  the  eastern  buyer  a  freight 
rate  for  carload  lots  ranging  from  HO 
a  ton  to  Chicago  to  914.86  to  the 
eaatern  seaboard,  thus  making  the  Cali- 
fornia 40  per  cent  ore  cost  on  the  east- 
ern seaboard  from  828.86  to  $34.96  ■>  ton. 
VrodaoMoa  ia  Vaoifte  Mateo 

Chromlte  is  now  being  produced  in 
eastern  Oregon  and  also  In  Inyo  County, 
Cal.,  at  points  east  of  the  Paclflc  moun- 
tain belt  and  nearer  the  consumer  than 
those  in  the  mountains  near  the  Coast. 
The  output  from  these  two-  localities 
may  ultimately  prove  to  be  large,  and 
the  shortening  of  the  haul  would  ma- 
terially reduce  tho  cost  of  transporta- 
tion. 

The  long  haul  across  the  continent  is 
one  of  the  chief  dlfflculties  In  supplying 
the  western  chromlte  to  the  oonsumer. 
and  this  difficulty  would  be  augmented 
in  time  of  war  by  the  other  demands  of 
transcontinental  traffic.  If,  however,  a 
greater  production  could  be  developed 
on  tho  eastern  slope  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains, as  near  Glenrock,  Wyo.,  where 
railways  are  more  numerous  and  trans- 
portation available  on  lines  that  are 
not  transcontinental,  the  war  supply  of 
chromlte  would  be  more  conveniently 
enlarged.  There  is  good  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  serpentlme  of  the  Laramie 
and  Big  Horn  Mountains  may  contain 
conaiderablo  bodies  of  chromlte. 
VKOdaotte*  U  Atlaatlo  •tatea 

In  the  Atlantic  States,  where  most 
of  the  ohromlte  produced  in  this  country 
is  used,  the  only  production  is  in  the 
vlclnty  of  Baltimore,  where  the  chrome 
Industry  of  the  United  States  was  start- 
ed by  the  Tysons -many  years  ago.  At 
first  bodies  of  chromlte  were  quarried 
from  the  serpentine  areas  about  Balti- 
more and  northeastward  into  Pennsyl- 
vania, but  aa  the  supply  of  known  ore 
bodies  became  exhausted  the  ohromffer- 
ous  residual  deposits  of  the  soil  and  the 
stream  gravel  of  the  small  valleys  with- 
in the  serpentine  areas  t  were  washed 
for  chrome  sand.  A  small  output  of 
chrome  aand  is  now  obtained  at  Soldiers 
Delight,  near  Baltimore.  The  washing 
is  done  during  low  water  in  Summer  by 
means  of  a  sort  of  sluice  box  locally 
called  a  "buddle."  The  sand  is  com- 
monly passed  through  the  buddle  Are 
times  to  reach  the  desT^ed  concentration, 
when  it  may  eontalA  as  much  as  66  per 
cent  chromic  oxide.  Formerly  the  pro- 
duct was  all  exported  for  use  in  manu- 
facturing special  colors,  but  lately  some 
of  It  haa  been  used  In  the  United  Statea 
ill  making  chrome  steel,  and  the  demand 
for  it  la  increasing.  This  enterprise 
suggests  the  possibility  of  considerable 
expansion  in  the  utilisation  of  chromlte 
sand  In  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania. 

Tho  only  other  Atlantic  Coaat  State 
In  which  there  are  known  deposits  of 
chromlte  that  may  be  workable  la  North 
Carolina.  The  deposits  occur  In  five 
counties  In  the  western  part  of  tha 
State,  and  are  described  by  Pratt  and 
Lewis  (Corundum  and  the  Perldotltes 
of  Western  North  Carolina,  Qeol.  Sur- 
vey, vol.  1,  1906).  No  large  deposits 
of '  chromlte  have  yet  been  foiind  in 
North  Carolina,  but  the  prospects  al- 
ready opened  show  that  extensive  de- 
posits may  exist  in  that  region.  Rail- 
ways traverse  Yancey  County,  where 
chromlte  deposits  should  be  diligently 
sought. 

Othor  lafonaatloa  Ahoat  Ohrooato 

There  la  considerable  chromlte  In 
Cuba,  but  scarcely  anything  Is  known 
of  Ita  occurrence  In  Mexico  or  Central 
and  South  America. 

Ferrochrome,  the  alloy  used  In  mak- 
ing chrome  steel.  Is  now  manufactured 
to  the  United  States  by  electro-metal- 
hirgie  methods,  almost  wholly  In  the 
BAst,  at  the  plants  of  the  Blectro  Metal- 
lurgical Co.  at  Niagara  Falls  and  else- 
Whore.  It  Is  reported,  however,  that 
the  Noblo  Klectric  Steel  Co.  haa  three 
furnaeea  at  Heroult,  Cal..  operating  to 
thrir  full  capacity  in  producing  man- 
ganese, chrome  and  silica  steels. 

Prospecting  for  chromlte  may  dis- 
close other  supplies,  end  the  most  profit- 
able deposits  will  be  those  in  serpentine 
areas  that  are  adjacent  to  cheap  rail  or 
water  transportation  or  connected  with 
It  by  good  roads.  Cheap  ooneentratlon 
may,  la  placea.  Improve  the  grade  of  the 
ore  available  for  profitable  mining. 

With  the  ^0own  supplies  of  rhromlte, 
and  othera  whoeo  diacovery  within  tho 
limit  of  practicable  transportation 
throughout  the  United  States  Ig  eon- 
fldentatly  expected,  there  is  good  reason 
to  bellero  that  the  domeatlc  output  of 
ehromite  codid  bo  ao  Increased  as  to  go 
far  toward  supplying  the  demand  If,  la 
the  event  of  war.  our  imports,  except 
those  from  Canada,  were  rut  off; 

Vogt  and  others  have  made  extensivo 
roaaarehoa  ,^  eonr  er iilag  tho  genesis  ot 
chromlte.  The  distinction  i>etween  prim- 
ary aad  secondary  ores  and  their  rela- 
tion to  geo<e<>tonie  features  that  deter- 
mlao  the  distribution  of  chromlte  ip  the 


field  are  goologfa;  problems  of  groat  Im- 
porta:ic«*. 

The  Metallurgy  of  chromlte  has  ap- 
parently been  so  developed  in  the  hydro- 
electric procosa  aa  to  utilise  to  advan- 
tage relatively  low-grade  prem  such  aa 
are  most  abundant  In  the  United  States, 
and  the  further  development  of  that 
process  on  the  Pacific  Coaat,  where 
water  power  abouada,  would  greatly 
diminish  the  handicap  of  long  trans- 
portation. 

OlwoaOta  la  Oaaada. 

To  the  foregoing  review  of  the  U.  8. 
Geological  Survey  may  be  added  some 
notes  on  Chromlte  taken  from  "Eco- 
nomic Minerals  and  Mining  Industries 
of  Canada,"  published  in  1914  by  the 
Mines  Branch  of  the  Canada  Depart- 
ment of  Minos,  Panama-PiClflc  liditlon. 
pp.   31-2,  as  follows: 

Though  chromlte  la  found  in  several 
pa^s  of  Canada,  the  only  known  occur- 
rences of  economic  interest  are  situated 
la  the  Province  of  Quebec.  In  that 
Province,  it  la  found  in  irregular  de- 
poalta In  the  aerpentine  rocks  of  the 
countleo  of  Brome,  Megantic,  Richmond 
and  Wolfe.  Some  of  theae  deposits  have 
been  worked,  the  principal  ones  being 
in  the  township  of  Coleraine.  Megan- 
tic  county.  The  ore  in  some  cases  Is 
sufficiently  graded  for  shipment,  while 
in  others  concentration  ia  necessary. 

During  the  past  few  yeara  the  output 
of  chromlte,  or  chrome  Iron  ore  as  It  is 
alao  called,  has  been  very  snutll.  This 
is  probably  due  to  the  falling  off  of  the 
market  value  of  the  ore.  iNote. — Thla 
comment  waa  made  In   1914.) 

In  ita  natural  state,  ohromlte  ia  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  special  firebrick 
for  metallurgical  purposes,  on  account 
of  its  high  refractory  and  basic  proper- 
ties. It  is  alao  employed  in  the  making 
of  electrodes  for  arc  lamps,  but  the 
main  uae  for  this  mineral  is  found  in 
the  manufacture  of  chrome  steal.  The 
chromium  contained  in  it  gives  to  the 
steel  great  toughness  and  hardness,  re- 
aulting  in  a  product  suitable  for  amor 
plate,  metal-working  tools  and  many 
special  uses.  Various  chromic  salts  and 
colors  used  in  commerce  are  derived 
from    this   mineral. 

The  principal  market  for  chromlte  is 
in  the  United  States,  but  some  of  that 
produced  in  Canada  has  been  manufac- 
tured Into  chrome  steel  by  electrio 
smelting  at  Buckingham,  Quebec. 


It  may  be  permitted  to  mention  here, 
as  an  item  of  interest,  that  minute  dia- 
moiuls  were  discovered  associated  with 
chromlte,  whlclv  Is  an  accessory  con- 
stituent of  the  perldotltes  in  tlie  Tula- 
meen  district,  British  Columbia,  and 
also  with  some  of  the  chromlte  in 
Quebec.

Few  people  realise  the  food  value  of 
skim  or  separated  milk.  It  contains 
all  the  protein  (tissue  building  mater- 
ials) and  mineral  matter  (bone  builder) 
of  whole  milk;  and  only  lacks  tho  fat 
In  theee  days  of  nece»aary  economy 
more  of  It  might  be  used  with  advan- 
tage. 

Five  cents  buys  1  pint  of  whole 
milk.  J 

Five  cents  buys  l  gallon  (8  pints) 
of  skim  milk  (if  Uken  from  dairy 
by   customer). 

Five  cents  buys  1  quart  (2  pints)  of 
skim  milk   (if  delivered  to  customer). 

Skim  milk  makes  excellent  cakes, 
biscuits,  puddings,  scallops  and  milk 
soups,  to  say  nothing  of  Its  value  as 
a    beverage    for    children    and    ^dults.

One  lb.  of  butter  with  milk  makaa 
two  lbs.  of  the  above.  It  muat  bo 
clearly  understood  that  thla  la  not  tv« 
lb.  of  fat.  but  goes  much  farther  than 
one  lb.  of  butter  at  table  and  la  exool- 
lent  for  sandwiches.

GIRL  GUIDES  ISSUE 

ANNUAL  STATEMENT 


Nsw    Aetlve    la

The  foUowolng  report  of  the  Tsar's 
work  of  the  Canadian  Girl  Guides  was 
submitted  by  Miss  Malra.  the  Domin- 
ion secretary,  at  the  annual  convention 
of  the  National  Council  of  Women  held 
at  Toronto: 

"The  fourth  annual  report  of  the  Can- 
adian Girl  Guides'  Association,  in  spits 
of  war  conditions,  shows  steady  growth 
and  advancement.  In  some  d^trlcts 
companies  have  had  to  discontinue  reg- 
ular meetings  owing  to  the  loss  of  lead- 
ers, but  in  others,  the  numbers  are  in- 
creasing, and  the  general  progress  is 
very  gratifying. 

"During  the  past  year  the  following 
companies  have  been  registered  at  head- 
i|uarters   In   Toronto: 

"In  Ontario  33  companies;  In  Quebec, 
5  companies;  in  Manitoba  4  oompajiies; 
in  Nova  Scotia  11  companies:  In  Al- 
berta 5  companies,  in  Saskatobe^nan,  K 
companies;  in  New  Brunswick  1'  com- 
pany; in  British  Columbia,  7  companies; 
in  Yukon  Territory,  2  companies.  In 
all  80  companies,  with  a  membership  of 
about   3,000   officers  and   Guides. 

"During  the  past  year  over  3,000  Ten- 
derfot  badges  have  been  Issued,  and 
2,650  proflel^ncy  badges  in  first  aid, 
home  nursing,  cooking,  laundry  work, 
needle  work,  gardening,  housekeeping 
care  of  children,  physical  culture,  out- 
door sports,  have  been  awarded  to  Girl 
Guides   in  Canada.  , 

"Ten  first  all-round  cords  (for  seven 
protlclency  badges)  have  been  awarded, 
and  four  second  all-round  cords  (for  14 
proflciency  badges).  The  latter  were 
obtained  by  Guides  In  Ottawa,  Toronto, 
Vancouver,  Victoria  and  New  Glasgow, 
N.    S. 

"Nine  Red  Cross  armlets,  for  the  first 
class,  cook  matron,  laundress,  ambu- 
lance and  hon^e  nursing  badges  have 
been    Issued. 

"All  applications  for  these  badges 
have  been  accompanied  by  certificates 
signed  by  well  qualified  examiners  and 
Instructors  appointed  by  the  local  com- 
mlttee,  and  It  is  evident  that  a  general 
elTort  is  being  made  to  ensure  thorough- 
ness and  efficiency  in  all  branches  of 
the   work.

"To  give  assistance  In  civic  improve- 
ment is  one  of  the  duties  of  a  Girl 
Guide,  and  good  wvork  has  been  done  in 
this  line  during  the  past  year.  In 
Toronto;  last  Summer,  several  com- 
panies undertook  the  care  of  flower  and 
vegetable  gardens,  and  this  season  many 
individual  members  as  well  as  nearly 
all  companies  will  have  gardens  of 
their  own.  In  Thanesville  the  Guides 
obtained  the  use  of  a  large  field  which 
they  called  their  "War  Plot,"  planted 
potatoes  and  other  vegetables,  of  which 
they  took  the  sole  care,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  season  a  good  sum  was  realized 
for  patriotic  purposes.  The  Windsor 
Guides  report  that  they  have  undertaken 
a  half-acre  lot  for  potato-growing,  and 
already  work  has  begun.  In  other  dis- 
tricts preparations  are  now  being  made 
for  work  of  similar  kind.  War  work

"In  her  letter  or  acknowledgment 
Lady  Baden  Powell  expressed  warm 
gratitude  for  the  assistance  given,  and 
stated  that  |he  money  had  been  used 
to  provide  furniture,  a  piano,  pictures 
and  other  Interior  decorations  for  the 
hut.

"Other  sp«cial  appeals  sent  out  from 
headquarters  to  local  companies  during 
the  year  were  for  the  Trafalgar  Day 
campaign  for  the  British  Red  Crsss  So- 
ciety. The  Duchess  of  Connaught's 
Prisoners  of  War  Fund,  the  Seoours 
Natlonale,  and  the  Belgium  Relief  Fund, 
and  In  response  to  all  generous  contri- 
butions have  been  received.  Seventy- 
five  war  service  badges  have  been 
awarded  in  Canada,  since  the  badge  was 
issued,  a  little  over  a  year  ago.  The 
majority  of  these  have  been  granted 
for  working  in  munition  and  clothing 
factories,  for  work  on  the  farm,  and  for 
V.  A.  D.  work  in  convalescent  hospi- 
tals  for   soldiers. 

"At  the  third  annual  rally  held  in 
Toronto  over  600  Guides  were  present, 
a  splendid  programme  of  guide  activ- 
ities were  presented,  the  first  aid  work 
and  the  marching  and  folk  dances  of 
two  companies  receiving  special  com- 
mendation. The  exhibition  of  plain  and 
fancy  needlework,  cookery,  vegetables, 
butter,  cheese,  and  everything  for  which 
badges  are  awarded,  was  of  a  higher 
standard  than  previous  years,  and  shows 
increasing  interest.  During  the  after-
